The government on Friday 
came out on the front foot to 
try to boost private sector 
sentiments, with Finance Mi¬ 
nister Nirmala Sitharaman 
announcing a slew of mea¬ 
sures to reduce the burden 
on the sector, including with¬ 
drawing the controversial 
surcharge on Foreign Portfo¬ 
lio Investors (FPIs) and reit¬ 
erating the Prime Minister’s 
statement that the govern¬ 
ment “respects all wealth 
creators”. 

Ms. Sitharaman told a 
press conference that the go¬ 
vernment would not treat 
corporate social responsibili¬ 
ty violations as criminal of¬ 
fences, as it had earlier said. 

“In order to encourage in¬ 
vestment in the capital mar¬ 
ket, it has been decided to 
withdraw the enhanced sur¬ 
charge levied by the Finance 
(No 2) Act, 2019, on long- and 
short-term capital gains aris¬ 
ing from the transfer of equi¬ 
ty shares,” the Minister an¬ 
nounced. “In other words, 
the enhanced surcharge on 
FPIs goes and the pre-Budget 
position is restored.” 

She, however, clarified 
that the increased surcharge 
announced in the Budget 
would still apply to high net- 
worth individuals earning 
more than t2 crore a year. 
This, she said, would be the 
case till India’s 75th Indepen¬ 
dence Day, when the deci-

sion would be reviewed. 

In keeping with the overall 
push to allay private sector 
concerns, the Minister also 
stressed that the government 
was in favour of penalties 
rather than prosecution. 
This would extend to viola¬ 
tions of the CSR rules, which 
it had earlier said could at¬ 
tract a jail term of up to three 
years along with a fine. The 
decision had spooked India 
Inc, and the roll-back should 
come as a relief. 


The government also de¬ 
cided to front-load the 
^70,000 crore of capital infu¬ 
sion in public sector banks 
that was announced in the 
Budget, a move that is furth¬ 
er aimed at increasing priv¬ 
ate investment by facilitating 
greater credit disbursal by 
the banks. According to the 
government, this £70,000 
crore will lead to about ?5 
lakh crore of fresh liquidity 
that can be loaned out. 

In what amounts to a 


short-term bailout of the au¬ 
to industry, Ms. Sitharaman 
announced that the govern¬ 
ment had rescinded its ban 
on the purchase of new vehi¬ 
cles by its departments to re¬ 
place old ones. Vehicles 
bought till March 31, 2020, 
will also be eligible for an ad¬ 
ditional 15% depreciation. 
The proposal to enhance re¬ 
gistration fees for new vehi¬ 
cles will be kept on hold till 
June 2020. 

The government has also 


significantly reined in the 
discretionary powers of the 
tax authorities. Ms. Sithara¬ 
man announced that from 
October 1, all notices and 
summons by the Income Tax 
Department would be gener¬ 
ated by a centralised compu¬ 
ter and would carry a unique 
code. 

Any notices not carrying 
these codes would be consi¬ 
dered invalid, and all pend¬ 
ing notices would either have 
to be disposed of by October 


1 or reissued with the unique 
code. 

“I have also held meetings 
with the tax officials at va¬ 
rious locations in the coun¬ 
try and told them that our 
tax collection targets are 
realistic and that there is no 
need for overreach,” Ms. 
Sitharaman said. 

Repo rate-linked loans 

The Finance Minister did not 
restrict her efforts to boost 
the economy to just the priv¬ 
ate sector. In what should be 
welcomed by borrowers 
across the board, including 
those looking for home and 
auto loans, she announced 
that public sector banks have 
decided to increase their re¬ 
po rate-linked loan offerings. 

A major complaint among 
end-consumers has been 
that the Reserve Bank of In¬ 
dia’s repo rate cuts have not 
been transmitted onwards 
by the banks. Repo rate- 
linked loan products will ef¬ 
fectively take the banks out 
of the rate-setting process. 

What should also cheer 
prospective homeowners is 
that the government has an¬ 
nounced an additional 
£20,000 crore of liquidity to 
the housing finance compa¬ 
nies, over and above the 
£0,000 crore earlier 
announced. 
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New body for 
infra projects 

The Centre proposes to set 
up a development financial 
institution to meet the 
infrastructure financing 
needs. Finance Minister 
Nirmala Sitharaman said, 

“In order to improve access 
to long-term finance, it is 
proposed to establish an 
organisation to provide 
credit enhancement for 
infrastructure and housing 
projects, particularly in the 
context of India not having a 
development bank...” The 
name would be disclosed in 
a couple of days. ► page 15 

Loan EMIs 
may get lower 

Equated monthly 
instalments (EMIs) on home 
and auto loans are set to 
become lower as banks will 
link such rates for fresh 
loans to the RBI’s repo rate. 
Union Bank of India, which 
has announced the linking 
of home and auto loan rates 
to the repo rate, said the 
repo-linked rates would be 
cheaper than the existing 
interest rates linked to the 
marginal cost of fund-based 
lending rate.

BSF officer, wife declared 
‘foreigners’ in Assam 

Rahman is currently posted in Punjab

An assistant sub-inspector 
of the Border Security 
Force (BSF) and his wife 
have been declared “fo¬ 
reigners” by a Foreigners’ 
Tribunal in eastern Assam’s 
Jorhat town. 

The citizenship of the of¬ 
ficer’s parents and his si¬ 
blings are, however, not in 
doubt. The family is based 
in Golaghat district’s Uday- 
pur-Mikirpatty close to the 
Assam-Nagaland border. 

The tribunal declared 
Muzibur Rahman and his 
wife as non-Indians in an ex 
parte judgment in July. 

‘Drunkard’s account’ 

Mr. Rahman, currently 
posted in Punjab, came to 
know of the judgment 
against him when he came 
home on leave in July last 


week. He said the Assam 
police's border wing had re¬ 
lied on a ‘drunkard’s ac¬ 
count’ to submit a report to 
the tribunal against him. 

The border wing, esta¬ 
blished in 1962 to initially 
prevent infiltration of Pakis¬ 
tanis, is tasked with detec¬ 
tion and deportation of fo¬ 
reigners. Currently, 100 
Foreigners’ Tribunals de¬ 
cide the fate of such “fo¬ 
reigners” referred by this 
wing. “We have land docu¬ 
ments of 1923. It is a pity 
that a genuine Indian citi¬ 
zen has been made a fo¬ 
reigner on the basis of a 
drunkard’s feedback. My fa¬ 
mily did not receive the tri¬ 
bunal’s notice. The chief of 
our village also did not in¬ 
form me,” Mr. Rahman said, 
adding that he had ap¬ 
proached the Gauhati High 
Court.

Chidambaram gets 
SC relief in ED case 

Protection from arrest till Aug. 26

The Supreme Court on Fri¬ 
day protected former Union 
Finance Minister P. Chidam¬ 
baram from arrest by the 
Enforcement Directorate 
(ED) till August 26, the next 
date of hearing. 

The ED is investigating 
the charges of money laun¬ 
dering against him in con¬ 
nection with the INX Media 
case. 

“He already had the be¬ 
nefit of interim bail in the 
ED matter. He was also 
questioned in this case. He 
will continue to get protec¬ 
tion,” Justice R. Banumathi, 
leading a Bench comprising 
Justice A.S. Bopanna, 
observed. 

The interim protection 
was granted, despite repeat¬ 
ed exhortations from Solici¬ 
tor General Tushar Mehta to 


the Bench that “Your Lord- 
ships’ conscience should be 
satisfied before giving him 
any protection.” 

Mr. Mehta even voiced 
the apprehension that the 
interim relief would be 
“misused” in the remand 
proceedings due on Monday 
in the CBI court against Mr. 
Chidambaram. 

The court refused to take 
a sealed envelope proffered 
by Mr. Mehta, appearing for 
the CBI and the ED, which 
he said contained crucial 
evidence against Mr. 
Chidambaram. 

The Bench was hearing 
two separate appeals filed 
by Mr. Chidambaram on Au¬ 
gust 20, within hours of the 
Delhi High Court refusing 
him anticipatory bail.

Six Lashkar-e-Taiba suspects believed to have intruded into Tamil Nadu

Massive surveillance has 
been mounted across Tamil 
Nadu, especially in Coimba¬ 
tore, following an intelli¬ 
gence input that six suspect¬ 
ed terrorists of the 
Lashkar-e-Taiba (LeT), in¬ 
cluding five Tamil Muslims 
from Sri Lanka and a possi¬ 
ble Pakistan national, have 
intruded into Tamil Nadu. 

The coastal areas, too, 
came under heightened sur¬ 
veillance with the police ask¬ 
ing fishermen to tip them off 
on the movement of suspi¬ 
cious persons. 

Last seen on August 21 

The suspected terrorists 
were reportedly last seen in 
Coimbatore on the evening 
of August 21, the alert said, 
adding that one of them had 
been identified as Iliyas An¬ 
war, believed to be of Palcis- 
CM 


tan origin. The LeT opera¬ 
tives were assisted by a 
native of Kerala, employed 
in Bahrain but untraceable. 
A resident of Thrissur, the 
suspect was helping them 
with logistics and creating a 
base. 

A senior government offi¬ 
cial in New Delhi said they 
had zeroed in on the sus¬ 
pect. It is not clear whether 


he has been arrested. 

“The specific information 
came from intelligence agen¬ 
cies here; we are working on 
the leads,” said the official. 

Though initially a photo of 
the suspected Kerala man 
was circulated on mobile 
messaging platforms by 
some police personnel, Di¬ 
rector General of Police J.K. 
Tripathy, talking to journal¬ 


ists in Chennai, denied any 
such photograph had been 
released officially. 

Additional DGP (Law and 
Order) Jayanth Murali ar¬ 
rived in Coimbatore on Fri¬ 
day morning to take stock of 
the security situation and 
held discussions with senior 
police officers. The Hindu 
had on Friday reported on 
the intelligence alert and the 
heightened security in 
Coimbatore. 

The intelligence commu¬ 
nication listed five possible 
targets for attacks: the Velan- 
kanni shrine in Nagapatti- 
nam; the Defence Services 
Staff College (DSSC) in Wel¬ 
lington, Udhagamandalam; 
the Air Force Station in Su- 
lur, Coimbatore; the Sabari- 
mala shrine in Kerala; and 
“any other communally sen¬ 
sitive” target.

Centre steps in to control onion prices 

Rain in onion-growing States causes concern about hike in prices

With onion supplies falling 
prey to hoarders and profi¬ 
teers at entry points to Delhi, 
the Union government has 
asked the police from all the 
neighbouring States to take 
action to prevent artificial 
shortage in the Capital. 

The issue was raised at a 
meeting called to review the 
prices of essential commodi¬ 
ties such as onions, pulses 
and oilseeds under the chair¬ 
manship of Consumer Affairs 
Secretary Avinash K. Srivas- 
tava here on Friday. Officials 
from the Intelligence Bureau 
and the Enforcement Direc¬ 
torate attended the meeting, 
along with police representa¬ 
tives from Delhi, Uttar Pra¬ 
desh, Rajasthan and Harya¬ 
na, Ministry officials said. 

“We have already taken 
action to increase the supply 
of onions in the market, but

we have received reports that 
supplies are being held up at 
the border by certain trad¬ 
ers, hoarders and profiteers,” 
a senior official told The Hin¬ 
du. “As this is an inter-State 
issue, we have asked police 
officers from all neighbour¬ 
ing States to create a com¬ 
mon database for more effec¬ 
tive enforcement.” 

Police from all neighbour¬ 
ing States have been asked to 
hold regular meetings with 
each other and ensure seam¬ 
less checks on hoarding both 


within the Capital and in oth¬ 
er States, as well as at entry 
points along the border, said 
an official statement. 

Heavy rain in key onion¬ 
growing States such as Maha¬ 
rashtra and Karnataka have 
caused concerns about a hike 
in prices of the kitchen 
staple. 

On Wednesday, the Con¬ 
sumer Affairs Department 
had directed Mother Dairy to 
put a £23.90 per kg cap on 
onion prices at its Safal shops 
and took efforts to increase 
supply of the vegetable in the 
market. 

On Friday, the committee 
decided to further increase 
the daily supply of onions 
from the government buffer 
stock and directed NAFED to 
release stock from the Price 
Stabilisation Fund into the 
market to ensure improved 
availability at reasonable 
rates.

Laying the foundation stones 
for two new campuses at 
Dheerpur and Rohini for Am¬ 
bedkar University Delhi, 
Chief Minister Arvind Kejri¬ 
wal said that education has 
been the top priority for his 
government and with the two 
new campuses, the capacity 
of AUD would increase from 
3,400 students to 8,000 stu¬ 
dents in three-four years. 

Speaking at the ceremony, 
Mr. Kejriwal said: “Our philo¬ 
sophy is that governance will 
be incomplete if the govern¬ 
ment fails to provide high 
quality education to stu¬ 
dents. There is no developed 
country in the world, which 
does not have a robust edu¬ 
cation system. The path for 
India to become a developed 
nation is to provide good 
education to our children ir¬ 
respective of their socio-eco¬ 
nomic background.” 

Deficiency in system 

The Chief Minister added 
that students after Class 12 
are looking for courses which 
can fetch them a good job 
and salary and if the students 
after graduation are unable 
to get good jobs, it indicates 
there is a deficiency in the 
higher education system. 

“We need to prepare our 
students for jobs. When we 
came to power in Delhi, only 
1.1 lakh seats were available 


in the colleges in the Capital 
and that has now improved 
to 1.5 lakh. Around 2.5 lakh 
students pass out of Class 12 
each year, so a gap still re¬ 
mains and many students 
have to drop out after Class 
12. We need to cater to 1 lakh 
more students,” Mr. Kerjiwal 
said. 

Skill-based courses 

He added that in the context 
of the economic slowdown, 
the government was plan¬ 
ning to enable needy stu¬ 
dents to get employment by 
introducing more world class 
skill centres and skill-based 


courses through which they 
can be directly taken into the 
job market. 

Deputy Chief Minister 
Manish Sisodia in his address 
said that the biggest problem 
in Delhi’s higher education 
was a British-era law called 
the Delhi University Act, 
passed in 1922. 

“The British believed that 
education must be restricted 
to the elite in the country. 
This Act made Delhi Universi¬ 
ty the only affiliating univer¬ 
sity in Delhi and till date we 
are suffering the consequenc¬ 
es of that. This was a provi¬ 
sion made when Delhi would

produce only 2,000 students 
every year.

Don’t collect 
CBSE exam 
fees, AAP govt, 
tells schools

Making a verbal commit¬ 
ment made by Education 
Minister Manish Sisodia of¬ 
ficial, the Delhi govern¬ 
ment on Friday issued a cir¬ 
cular asking heads of all 
schools run or aided by the 
government to not collect 
Central Board of Secondary 
Education (CBSE) examina¬ 
tion fees from Class 10 and 
Class 12 students till further 
directions. 

The CBSE had recently 
hiked the examination fee 
for Classes 10 and 12 for 
2020 . 

“In this regard, heads of 
all government and govern¬ 
ment-aided schools are di¬ 
rected not to collect exami¬ 
nation fees from students 
of Class 10 and Class 12 for 
payment to the CBSE till 
further directions,” it said. 

Mr. Sisodia had last week 
said that students studying 
in government-run and aid¬ 
ed schools will not have to 
pay any fees for Class 10 
and Class 12 CBSE examina¬ 
tion and added that the 
Delhi government was in 
talks with the CBSE to roll¬ 
back the fee hike. 

The fees for general cate¬ 
gory students for Classes 10 
and 12 were doubled from 
U50 to H,500 for five sub¬ 
jects.

The Delhi Development 
Authority (DDA) is likely to 
launch a scheme for e-auc- 
tioning of vacant plots for 
group housing projects in 
the Capital in the first week 
of September, officials of the 
urban body said. 

In a meeting held on Au¬ 
gust 13, which was chaired 
by Lieutenant-Governor 
Anil Baijal, who is also the 
Chairman of the DDA, the 
proposal to dispose residen¬ 
tial plots for group housing 
projects was approved. Se¬ 
nior DDA officials said that 
the scheme, where indivi¬ 
duals as well as developers 
are eligible to participate, 
will take off by early Sep¬ 
tember. 

Available plots 

Among the vacant plots that 
are to be put on offer are the 


ones in Vasant Vihar, Rohi¬ 
ni, Dheerpur and a few loca¬ 
tions in East Delhi, said DDA 
officials. 

“Through the e-auction, 
individuals, consortium or 
partnership firms, who have 
sufficient funds, will be able 
to participate. The idea be¬ 
hind this is to enable people 
own a Delhi address at affor¬ 
dable rates. Once the vacant 
plots are auctioned, it will 
be the responsibility of the 
buyers to develop the group 
housing projects,” said 
Subu. R, Commissioner, 
Land Disposal. 

Stating that the initiative 
is to provide housing to a 
large section of people, Mr. 
Subu added: “Usually the 
vacant residential plots are 
sold to individuals which li¬ 
mits the number of people 
who can own houses or 
plots. However, this time the 
auctions will be held for 


group housing projects so 
that more people can buy 
houses.” 

“While the minimum 
land required is 3,000 
square metres, the average 
range of the land to be pro¬ 
vided by the DDA is around 
5,000 to 6,000 square 
metres. The locations are 
within the Capital and not 
on the outskirts, which 
should make the deal more 
attractive,” a senior official 
said. 

Officials also said that the 
only rider for the auction is 
that 15% component for the 
Economically Weaker Sec¬ 
tion category has to be 
maintained.“With multiple 
flats coming up, the market 
itself can decide the rates. 
Hence, DDA is giving the 
plots for group housing pro¬ 
jects and not individual 
plots where only one family 
can reside,” said Mr. Subu.

Nearly 2,000 people have 
signed an online petition to 
“Bring Back Daryaganj Kitab 
Bazar” on change.org as of 
Friday evening. The market 
has been lying shut for sever¬ 
al weeks since the Delhi 
High Court vacated a stay on 
a direction declaring Netaji 
Subhash Marg a non-vend¬ 
ing zone on July 2. 

“The shutting down of the 
market created a serious im¬ 
pact on the sellers as well as 
buyers,” the petition said. 

It argued that it served as 
a valuable resource to book 
lovers and students alike giv¬ 
ing access to books at cheap¬ 
er rates and made available 
even old and rare books. 
Through the move, authori¬ 
ties had “taken away the cul¬ 
ture and history of read¬ 
ing...,” it adds. 

Currently, vendors in the 
area are in negotiations with 


the North Delhi Municipal 
Corporation to find a suita¬ 
ble alternative site for relo¬ 
cation. 

Kamar Saeed, president 
of the Daryaganj Patri Sun¬ 
day Book Bazar Welfare As¬ 
sociation, said that it was dif¬ 
ficult to arrive at a consensus 
about how to move forward 
on the issue. Whether to go 
for appeal on the court’s de¬ 
cision or relocate. 

Deputy Commissioner of 
the area, Vedilca Reddy said 
that given the significance of 
the book market, the civic 
body had provided alterna¬ 
tive sites but the vendors 
were not able to arrive at a 
consensus among them¬ 
selves. The options for relo¬ 
cation currently mooted by 
the civic body, including 
Ram Leela Maidan, a spot 
near the Hanuman Mandir, 
and a few others, have so far 
been rejected by the ven¬ 
dors.

The police on Friday intimat¬ 
ed the Uttar Pradesh Police 
regarding the arrest of Bhim 
Army chief Chandrashekhar 
Azad, who has been charged 
for rioting, assaulting public 
servants and damaging pu¬ 
blic property during a recent 
protest in south Delhi’s 
Tughlaqabad. 

Mr. Azad was released by 
the U.P. government in Sep¬ 
tember 2018 after being 
booked under the National 


Security Act (NSA). He was 
charged for rioting and da¬ 
maging public property in a 
case of violence between two 
communities in Saharanpur 
in May 2017. He was on bail 
before he was arrested on 
Wednesday in Delhi. 

‘Background checks’ 

“We are also writing to Pun¬ 
jab, Haryana, Madhya Pra¬ 
desh, Jammu and U.P. Police 
about the other 95 arrested 
persons to verify their back¬ 
ground. We have taken all 


precautions while handling 
the situation. The incident 
has been videographed and 
hence we have strong evi¬ 
dence against the arrested 
persons to establish their 
presence and participation 
in violence,” said an officer. 

He added that their probe 
would try to find out under 
what circumstances the prot¬ 
esters were allowed to march 
towards the demolished tem¬ 
ple site. “Why were they 
[protesters] not stopped at 
Ramlila Maidan? Why did 


talks between the protesters 
and the police fail?” 

‘We were prepared’ 

Deputy Commissioner of Pol¬ 
ice (South-East) Chinmoy Bis- 
wal said that after getting in¬ 
formation of the protesters’ 
movement towards Tughla¬ 
qabad, the police had made 
all necessary preparation. 

“When the unruly crowd 
reached Sant Ravidas Marg, 
as per the security arrange¬ 
ment, the protesters were 
stopped and asked to remain 


peaceful. The officers tried to 
keep the crowd calm but the 
protesters turned violent and 
started damaging public pro¬ 
perties and also pelted 
stones. To disperse the mob, 
the police used mild force,” 
said Mr. Biswal. 

He added that a total of 96 
rioters were held while com¬ 
mitting the act. Meanwhile, a 
Tughlaqabad local said, “It 
was the police who saved us 
that day [Wednesday]. They 
brought the situation under 
control within an hour.”

Over 100 booked for 
attacking policemen 

Incident happened during a protest

Over 100 people have been 
booked for allegedly assault¬ 
ing policemen and vandalis¬ 
ing their vehicles during a 
protest in Jewar near Grea¬ 
ter Noida over the death of a 
local trader, said officers on 
Friday. 

Deepak Singh from Uttar 
Pradesh’s Aligarh was alleg¬ 
edly thrashed by four men 
after an argument broke out 
between them when they all 
were having alcohol on Au¬ 
gust 18, a police spokesper¬ 
son said. “Deepak was re¬ 
ferred to Safdarjung 
Hospital where he suc¬ 
cumbed on Thursday,” he 
added. 

When his body was 
brought to Jewar, around 


150 people from Baina vil¬ 
lage began a protest and 
blocked the road, demand¬ 
ing police action against the 
accused. “The police 
reached the spot and tried 
to pacify the protesters. As 
the officers spoke to the vil¬ 
lagers, some miscreants 
from the crowd attacked 
police vehicles, broke wind¬ 
shield of one police SUV and 
also hit officers,” he said. 
The situation, however, was 
soon brought under con¬ 
trol, the spokesperson said. 

“A case has been regis¬ 
tered against 15 identified 
and 100 unidentified per¬ 
sons.

Cracks in buildings due

Police facial recognition 
software glitchy: Centre 

‘Programme gives poor matching results’

The version of the facial re¬ 
cognition software (FRS) 
procured by the Delhi Police 
is not up to the mark and 
gives poor matching results, 
the Centre told the High 
Court on Friday. 

The Bench has asked the 
Delhi Police to ascertain 
whether the software can be 
upgraded. The direction 
came after the Ministry of 
Woman and Child Develop¬ 
ment, represented by the 
Centre’s Standing counsel 
Ripudaman Singh Bhardwaj 
told the court that the cur¬ 
rent version of the FRS was 
so poor it sometimes 
matched pictures of missing 
boys with that of girls. 

The Ministry’s submis¬ 
sion came after the court 
sought to know why the 
number of children 
matched using FRS was 
even less than 1%. “Why are 
the matching results so 
poor,” it had asked. 

Following the submis¬ 
sion, a Bench of Justice Hi- 
ma Kohli and Justice Manoj 



Kumar Ohri asked the police 
to ascertain if an updated 
version of FRS was availa¬ 
ble. The court directed the 
Ministry to prepare a chart 
indicating the number of 
missing children who have 
been identified using FRS 
and the status with regard to 
restoration of each child to 
his/her family. 

The Ministry was also di¬ 
rected to intervene and en¬ 
sure that all States, especial¬ 
ly Bihar, Assam and West 
Bengal - from where a large 
number of children end up 
in Delhi - are connected to 
the FRS database. 

The court directed the 
police and the Ministry to 
file status reports, before 
the next date of hearing on 
September 27.

Starting midnight on Friday, 
commercial vehicles enter¬ 
ing Delhi will have to manda- 
torily bear radio-frequency 
identification tags (RFID) 
tags to get through toll plazas 
at 13 border points in the ci¬ 
ty. Those failing to do so will 
face strict penalties. 

Vehicles entering the city 
without these tags will have 
to pay double the toll as pe¬ 
nalty in the first week, four 
times the amount in the se¬ 
cond week and six times the 
amount in the third week. 
Following this, commercial 
vehicles without RFID tags 
will not be allowed in the ci¬ 
ty, officials said. 

The system, put in place 
following directions of the 
Supreme Court, is poised to 
reduce congestion at the toll 
plazas and help bring down 
pollution levels by banning 
vehicles that are over 10 
years old. 

The tags will allow author¬ 
ities to automatically deduct 
toll tax and environmental 
compensation charge (ECC) 
in less than 10-15 seconds, as 
vehicles pass through the toll 
booths, the South Delhi 


Municipal Corporation said. 

The tags are tamper¬ 
proof, a senior official said, 
adding that any attempt to 
remove it will makes them 
non-functional. 

Towards making the sys¬ 
tem efficient, up to 300 cam¬ 
eras have been installed at 
check points. Footage from 
these cameras are streamed 
to a centralised control 
room, set up in Moti Bagh. 
From here, municipal staff 
will keep a check on any con¬ 
gestion taking place and 


make interventions, officials 
said. Cameras installed with¬ 
in the toll office that are 
equipped to record audio, 
will also help ensure transac¬ 
tions are taking place cor¬ 
rectly and help resolve dis¬ 
putes, if any, officials said. 

The computerised system 
allows recording of various 
details of vehicles, transac¬ 
tions carried out, movement 
etc. at the toll plazas. 

While registrations for the 
RFID tag had been slow to 
start with, they had picked 


up since the SDMC an¬ 
nounced strict penalties re¬ 
cently, officials said. 

With nearly 15,000 daily 
registration taking place 
since the announcement of 
penalties, about 1.75 lakh re¬ 
gistrations are expected to 
take place by midnight, a se¬ 
nior official said. However, 
after expiry of the deadline 
on Friday, the tags will conti¬ 
nue to be available for sale at 
toll plazas and at six points 
of sale, prior to the border, 
in Haryana and U.P.

Delhi has finished at the 
bottom of the Composite 
Water Management Index, 
an assessment by the Niti 
Aayog on how States and 
Union Territories manage 
their water. 

The assessment pans 
nine themes, each having 
an attached weight, and as¬ 
sesses how well States have 
done on criteria such as 
groundwater and surface 
water restoration, imple¬ 
menting major and medi¬ 
um irrigation projects, wa¬ 
tershed development, 
participatory irrigation 
management, on-farm wa¬ 
ter use, rural and urban wa¬ 
ter supply, and policy and 
governance. 

These indicators were 
broken down into 28 objec¬ 
tive indicators. These, for 
instance, were questions 
such as ‘Did the State have 
structures for rainwater 
harvesting?’, ‘What percen¬ 
tage of irrigation potential 
was realised?’, etc. 

‘Poorly managed’ 

The maximum possible 
score is a 100 and Gujarat, 
for the second year in a 
row, was the topper with 75 


points. 

“Delhi, assessed on the 
index for the first time this 
year, scores the lowest with 
20 points. This is alarming, 
considering Delhi’s position 
as the country’s capital ter¬ 
ritory, and its population of 
two crore people whose 
water, arguably, is being 
poorly managed,” the re¬ 
port underlines. 

Delhi and Puducherry 
were the only Union Terri¬ 
tories included in the rank¬ 
ings. A key reason for Del¬ 
hi’s lacklustre performance 
was that it did not provide 
data for several indicators. 
It failed to report data on 12 
indicators and reported nil 
figures on few others. It 
thus scored zero on 4 
themes which collectively 
made up about 40% of the 


maximum score. “This li¬ 
mits the potential to under¬ 
stand Delhi’s water man¬ 
agement performance 
through the Index and com¬ 
pare it with other State, 
UTs,” the report added. 

Delhi faced several wa¬ 
ter-related challenges such 
as water access for the ur¬ 
ban poor residing in slums 
and discharge of untreated 
sewage and industrial 
waste into rivers, such as 
the Yamuna. 

It also ranked second in 
the list of 20 largest water- 
stressed cities in the world 
in 2015. A key recommen¬ 
dation by the NITI Aayog 
for Delhi was to establish an 
integrated data centre for 
water resources that could 
help institutionalise these 
practices.

Rapid Metro in a shamble, HSVP refuses to take blame 

Firm expresses its inability to run the metro operations beyond a fortnight 


Firm is legally obliged to instal 1.4 lakh cameras by Nov. 22

The Delhi government has 
proposed to impose a penal¬ 
ty of H6 crore on Bharat 
Electronics Limited (BEL) for 
its slow pace of installing 1.4 
lakh CCTVs at a cost of 
around ?320 crore on the 
streets of Delhi. 

The Delhi government 
said that BEL is legally 
obliged to instal 1.4 lakh 
CCTV cameras by November 
22, 2019, but has installed 
only around 16,000 till date. 

The CCTV project is a flag¬ 
ship project of the AAP go¬ 
vernment and it has now de¬ 
cided to instal 1.4 lakh more 
CCTVs on the streets. The 
company will be “blacklist¬ 
ed” and “complete 10% pe¬ 
nalty” will be imposed, in 
case of a delay, said the Chief 
Minister’s Office. 

“BEL is under legal obliga¬ 
tion to complete the installa¬ 
tion of CCTVs within nine 
months according to its 



agreement with the Delhi go¬ 
vernment, and in case it fails 
to complete the entire instal¬ 
lation work within these 
nine months, it is liable to 
pay a 10% penalty,” an offi¬ 
cial statement said. 

“Since more than two- 
thirds of the time given to the 
BEL is already over, the Delhi 
government proposes to im¬ 
pose a 5% penalty [116 crore] 
of the overall CCTVs installa¬ 
tion project cost [^320 crore] 
to begin with,” it said. 

The move comes after 
strong displeasure by the 
Chief Minister Arvind Kejri- 
wal over the “slow” pace of 


work. 

The Public Work Depart¬ 
ment (PWD) of Delhi govern¬ 
ment has already issued a 
show-cause notice to the BEL 
over the “slow” installation 
of CCTV cameras. “PWD has 
on numerous occasions, 
written to the BEL and has 
alerted them time and again 
to speed up this very impor¬ 
tant project of women safety 
and public welfare,” the 
statement said. 

PWD Minister Satyendar 
Jain and Chief Secretary Vi- 
jay Kumar Dev had recently 
met the Chairman and Ma¬ 
naging Director of BEL and 
conveyed the government’s 
dissatisfaction over the delay 
in installation. 

“Currently, around 400 
CCTVs are being installed 
everyday. In the meeting, the 
BEL CMD had informed that 
all efforts would be made to 
improve this number to in¬ 
stallation of1,500 CCTVs dai¬ 
ly,” the statement read.

The Rapid Metro, India’s first 
fully privately-financed me¬ 
tro system, seems to have 
run into a rough weather six 
years after it commenced 
commercial operations on 
November 14,2013.

recently resent a termina¬ 
tion notice for it, besides 
moving the National Compa¬ 
ny Law Tribunal (NCLT) on 
the matter. The company 
has also expressed its inabili¬ 
ty to run the metro opera¬ 
tions beyond a fortnight. 

Though the company has 
sought termination of the 
concession contract reached 
between Rapid Metro Rail 
Gurgaon Limited and then 
HUDA on December 9,2009, 
accusing the latter of not al¬ 
lowing the advertisement 
rights and property develop-

ment rights as per the agree¬ 
ment, the HSVP has rub¬ 
bished the charges saying 
that the company was look¬ 
ing for an easy way out of the 
financial mess it was in and 
levelling false allegations. 

“They may be having in¬ 
ternal financial issues. So to 
get out of this project they 
have sent this. We have not 
done anything unconducive 
for them. They have created 
their own problems,” said 
Chief Administrator, HSVP, 
D. Suresh to The Hindu. 

Mr. Suresh said that the

Rapid Metro had sent a simi¬ 
lar notice earlier as well and 
that the HSVP had replied 
now. 

The officer said that be¬ 
fore deciding as to who had 
defaulted on the contract, 
there was a need for a due di¬ 
ligence on the financial activ¬ 
ities of the Rapid Metro. 

“Nobody knows who they 
[Rapid Metro] have bor¬ 
rowed money from and 
where they have spent it, 
and what fraudulent con¬ 
tracts they have done. We 
will take a call on their notice 


after due diligence,” said Mr. 
Suresh. 

He said that any common 
man could question the via¬ 
bility of the metro route, ad¬ 
ding that the company had 
not been able to fulfil its ri- 
dership obligations. 

On the company’s asser¬ 
tion that they could not run 
metro operations for long, 
Mr. Suresh said there were 
many pressing issues to look 
into before this. 

He added that the Rapid 
Metro had also moved NCLT 
and the tribunal was expect¬ 
ed to devise some methodol¬ 
ogy to ensure that the pro¬ 
ject continued somehow. 

“Let’s wait for NCLT pro¬ 
ceedings to commence and 
complete,” said Mr. Suresh. 

Rapid Metro Marketing 
Department Head Gungun 
Kapoor refused to comment. 

Rapid Metro sources, ho¬ 
wever, said that the compa¬ 
ny was making ^2 crore pro¬ 
fit on operational cost with a 
ridership of around 74,000, 
but the hefty debt had hit it 
hard.

The Delhi High Court on Fri¬ 
day sought response of the 
Delhi government and Lead¬ 
er of Opposition Vijender 
Gupta on Chief Minister Ar¬ 
vind Kejriwal’s plea to quash 
summons in a defamation 
complaint against him by the 
BJP leader. 

Justice Manoj Kumar Ohri 
issued notice to the State of 
NCT and Mr. Gupta seeking 
their stand on Mr. Kejriwal’s 
plea by November 20, the 
next date of hearing. 

The High Court, however, 
declined to issue notice on 



Vijender Gupta and the 
government has been told to 
respond by November 20. 


Mr. Kejriwal’s application 
seeking stay on summons is¬ 
sued to him by the lower 
court on July 8. 


Mr. Kejriwal had chal¬ 
lenged the July 8 summons 
by moving a revision plea 
which was dismissed by the 
lower court on July 26 that 
he has also challenged in the 
High Court. 

The High Court said prima 
facie, it appears that trial 
would be required to decide 
if the AAP chief’s retweet of 
Deputy Chief Minister Man- 
ish Sisodia’s tweet was 
defamatory. 

‘No trial needed’ 

Mr. Kejriwal, represented by 
senior advocate Vikas Pah- 
wa, has claimed that he has 


not named Mr. Gupta in his 
tweet or retweet. He also ar¬ 
gued that no trial was re¬ 
quired to determine if ret¬ 
weets would amount to 
defamation as then anyone 
and everyone who retweets 
a tweet would be roped in ir¬ 
respective of their comment 
in the retweet. 

Mr. Gupta, in his com¬ 
plaint, had accused Mr. Kejri¬ 
wal and Mr. Sisodia of “ma¬ 
ligning” his image by 
allegedly accusing him on 
Twitter of being part of a 
“conspiracy” to kill the AAP 
chief. 

After Mr Kejriwal was 


slapped in May this year dur¬ 
ing the general election cam¬ 
paign, he had alleged on 
Twitter that the BJP wanted 
to get him killed by his own 
personal security officer in 
the manner in which Indira 
Gandhi had been 
assassinated. 

In response to his com¬ 
ments, Mr. Gupta had said 
that Mr. Kejriwal was slapped 
because he had relaxed his 
security cordon. To this, Mr. 
Sisodia had tweeted that 
there was a conspiracy to kill 
the Chief Minister and that 
Mr. Gupta was allegedly a 
part of it.

The All India Muslim Perso¬ 
nal Law Board (AIMPLB) has 
moved the Delhi High Court 
opposing a petition seeking 
framing of a Uniform Civil 
Code (UCC). 

The board has contended 
in its application that the pe¬ 
tition was not maintainable 
in law and ought not to be en¬ 
tertained. It has claimed that 
the petitioner, BJP leader and 
lawyer Ashwini Kumar Upad- 
hyay, was in the habit of filing 


frivolous pleas. 

“It is submitted that the 
present petition is frivolous 
in nature and concerns an is¬ 
sue that is no longer res inte- 
gra [utouched legal issue]. 
The present issue was dealt 
with by the Supreme Court of 
India as far back as in the 
year 2003,” the AIMPLB’s ap¬ 
plication said. 

The application further 
states that the board was con¬ 
cerned with the impact that a 
UCC may have on the practi¬ 
cal aspects of the personal 


laws of Indian Muslims. 

“As such, the applicant is 
apprehensive that the pre¬ 
sent status quo [wherein Is¬ 
lamic Religious Law governs 
the personal matters of the 
Indian Muslim] is sought to 
be attacked under the garb of 
the present mischievous peti¬ 
tion,” it said. 

Mr. Upadhyay, in his plea, 
has contended that the 
Centre has “failed” to put in 
place a UCC as provided un¬ 
der Article 44 of the 
Constitution.

Justice Rajnish Bhatnagar 
asked the Delhi government 
to respond to the plea and 
listed the matter for further 
hearing on August 26. 

Chautala’s counsel said he 
needed to be at home to ob¬ 
serve a 40-day post-crema¬ 
tion rituals 

The petition, filed 
through advocate Amit Sah- 
ni, said that as the marriage 
of Chautala’s grandson is ex¬ 
pected to be solemnised by 
the end of this year, the cus¬ 
tomary rites and ceremonies 
are required to be followed 


for 40 days. 

He was earlier on parole 
in July to attend the engage¬ 
ment ceremony of his 
grandson. 

Chautala, his son Ajay and 
three others are serving 10- 
year jail term each in the 
case. 

The Supreme Court in Au¬ 
gust 2015 had dismissed the 
Chautalas’ appeals against 
the High Court’s verdict 
upholding their conviction 
and the jail term awarded by 
a trial court in the Junior 
Basic Trained (JBT) teach¬ 


ers’ recruitment scam case. 

The High Court had on 
March 5,2015 upheld the 10- 
year jail terms awarded to 
the Chautalas and three oth¬ 
ers, saying that “overwhelm¬ 
ing evidence showed spine- 
chilling state of affairs in the 
country”. 

The father-son duo and 53 
others, including two IAS of¬ 
ficers, were among the 55 
people convicted on January 
16,2013 by the trial court for 
illegally recruiting 3,206 JBT 
teachers in Haryana in 
2000 .

Paddy acreage dips in Punjab this season 

Farmers in the State shift to basmati rice, cotton as they give better returns

The rice (paddy) acreage in 
the key grain producing 
State of Punjab has dipped 
as farmers have shifted pre¬ 
ferences to other crops. 

So far the area under wa¬ 
ter-guzzling paddy (non-bas- 
mati) is 22.91 lakh hectares. 
Last year paddy was sown in 
25.92 lakh hectares. 

The area under aromatic 
long-grained basmati rice is 
around 6.2 lakh hectares till 
now, while last year farmers 
had sown basmati in nearly 5 
lakh hectares, according to 
the State Agriculture 
Department. 

Sowing nearly complete 

Punjab Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment director Sutantra Ku¬ 
mar Airi on Friday told The 
Hindu that the key reason 
behind the drop in paddy 
area - the sowing of which is 
almost complete - is farmers 
expectation of better returns 
from basmati variety of rice. 


cotton and maize. 

"... besides, the State go¬ 
vernment’s crop diversifica¬ 
tion push has also been a 
reason that has encouraged 
farmers to opt for other 
crops besides paddy. Cotton 
crop, which was last year 
sown in about 2.68 lakh hec¬ 
tares, is now sown in close to 
4 lakh hectares. The area un¬ 
der maize has also gone up 
this year to 1.6 lakh hectares. 


Last year it was sown on 
about 1 lakh hectares,” he 
said. 

“Basmati rice fetched me 
a handsome return last year 
at ?2,500 per quintal, which 
has prompted me to cultiv¬ 
ate it again this year. I am 
hoping of good returns this 
season as well,” said Dilbag

In neighbouring Haryana, 
the area under paddy has re¬ 
mained nearly the same as 
last year. This year, paddy 
acreage is 12.88 lakh hec¬ 
tares. 

More cotton in Haryana 

The area under cotton 
though has registered an in¬ 
crease. Farmers have sown 
cotton in 7.1 lakh hectares 
this year against 6.69 lakh 
hectares in the 2018 season. 

“Expecting better returns 
on cotton crop, farmers have 
planted more cotton this 
season in Haryana,” said Mr. 
Suresh Gahlawat, additional 
director with the Haryana 
Agriculture Department.

Odisha Chief Minister Na¬ 
veen Patnaik on Friday 
stressed the need to streng¬ 
thening the security features 
of Shree Jagannath Temple 
and announced a package of 
?500 crore to develop Puri 
as a world heritage city. 

The package focuses on 
infrastructure development, 
multi-lane roads, bridges, 
multi-level parking, ameni¬ 
ties, revival of the Musa river, 
renovation of ponds, rede¬ 
fining the Maths and rehabil¬ 
itation of the people ousted 
from the security zone 
around the Lord Jagannath 
temple. 

Chairing a meeting at the 
Lok Sabha Bhawan here, Mr. 
Patnaik said infrastructure 
development of Puri was 
crucial to make it an attrac¬ 


tive world heritage city. Con¬ 
sidering the present security 
environment, it was highly 
essential to strengthen the 
security features of the 
Shree Jagannath Temple, he 
said. 

Saying there could be no 
compromise on the security 
of the temple, Mr. Patnaik 
appealed to the people of the 
city to consider it as a service 
and cooperate in the imple¬ 
mentation of the initiatives 
of the government. 

New link road 

The decisions taken includ¬ 
ed a new link road connectiv¬ 
ity from Puri bypass from 
Malatipatpur to the Jagan¬ 
nath Ballav Matha at a cost of 
?190 crore. This 1.5-km icon¬ 
ic link would be connected 
by a trumpet bridge.

‘Asomiya Red’, Asomia Green’ are handmade organic brands

Assam’s small tea growers, 
who account for more than 
half of the State’s annual tea 
production of 692 million kg, 
have come together to 
launch two tea brands. 

Most of Assam’s small tea 
growers, a category of plan¬ 
ters who own up to 100 bigh- 
as of land, used to be content 
with supplying their tea 


leaves to factories run by ma¬ 
jor tea estates or stand-alone 
bought-leaf factories. But the 
crisis being faced by the in¬ 
dustry has made them team 
up as a cooperative society 
to launch ‘Asomiya Red’ and 
‘Asomia Green’ - two hand¬ 
made organic brands on 
Thursday. 

There are more than 
70,000 small tea growers, an 
estimate based on the State 


government survey in 2011. 
Together, they account for 
52% of the tea production in 
Assam. “Some growers may 
not be producing the right 
teas... But marketing them a 
larger scale remained an is¬ 
sue. So we decided to launch 
our own brands,” said a spo¬ 
kesperson of the newly- 
formed Assam Small Tea 
Growers’ Development 
Cooperative Society.

Sena chief threatens to stage State-wide agitation if farmers fail to get benefits

Shiv Sena president Uddhav 
Thackeray on Friday de¬ 
manded to know how over 
90 lakh farmers from Maha¬ 
rashtra were categorised as 
ineligible to receive benefits 
under the Pradhan Mantri 
Fasal Bima Yojana. Mr. 
Thackeray threatened to or¬ 
ganise a State-wide agitation 
again if the farmers fail to get 
benefits of the scheme. 

Addressing reporters in 
Mumbai, Mr. Thackeray said, 
“Under the scheme, farmers 
pay 2% of the premium 
amount, while the govern¬ 
ment pays 98% of it. How 
come over 90 lakh farmers 
were termed ineligible to re¬ 
ceive the benefits of this 
scheme? Who did this? What 
were the parameters? Why is 
it that the farmers suffering 
from drought and flood in 
the State are invisible to 
these companies?” 

‘Provide compensation’ 

Mr. Thackeray also asked the 
government to ensure that 
the companies give insu¬ 
rance compensation to farm¬ 
ers from drought and flood- 
hit districts of the State or 
take back the money paid as 
premium to the private 
players and distribute it 
among the farmers. 

He claimed that it was on¬ 
ly after the Shiv Sena had 
raised concerns over the im¬ 


proper disbursal of insu¬ 
rance compensation that the 
companies paid ?960 crore 
to 10 lakh farmers. 

Mr. Thackeray said, 
“Around ^2,000 crore, 
which was to be disbursed to 
farmers, is still lying with the 
insurance companies. This 
money belongs to the farm¬ 
ers. If the companies are not 
giving it to them, then they 
should face prosecution.” 

The Shiv Sena chief said 
the insurance companies 


should be given their share 
of the profit, but the money 
meant for the farmers must 
be handed over to them. 

‘Correct flaws in scheme’ 

Mr. Thackeray said the 
scheme was conceived with 
good intention, but its flaws 
must be corrected. He said 
the Shiv Sena will stage a 
State-wide agitation against 
the companies in case farm¬ 
ers do not get their compen¬ 
sation. He also said the party 


would hold discussions with 
the Prime Minister to sort 
out the flaws in the scheme. 

Last month, the Shiv Sena 
had organised a march to the 
office of an insurance com¬ 
pany in Bandra Kurla Com¬ 
plex over non-payment of 
farmers’ claims. 

Mr. Thackeray had then 
demanded the companies to 
clear the pending crop dam¬ 
age claims and loan waiver 
applications of farmers with¬ 
in a fortnight.

State finally takes climate change seriously 


Health Department to abide by two-year-old policy, set up governing body, task force

The State government has 
retrieved a policy on 
climate change that was 
lying in cold storage for two 
years, and the Health 
Department will set up a 
governing body and task 
force to take decisions to 
counter hazards related to 
changing climatic events. 

In October 2017, the State 
Cabinet gave approval to a 
climate change policy based 
on an action plan submitted 
by The Energy and 
Resources Institute. The 
policy had cautioned of 
adverse impacts of climate 
change on agriculture, and 
possible floods and health- 
related problems. 

On October 25,2017, the 
Environment Department 
issued a 28-page 
government resolution (GR) 
detailing an action plan for 
departments such as 
forests, water resources, 
agriculture, power, health. 



public works, disaster 
management, rural 
development, urban 
development, finance and 
planning. 

On Friday, Health 
Minister Eknath Shinde 
directed the formation of a 
governing body that he 
would lead, and a task force 
that will be headed by the 
principal secretary of the 
Health Department. The 



governing body and task 
force have been tasked with 
drafting an action plan for 
the State to gauge the 
impact of climate change on 
human health. 

“The responsibility of the 
implementation of the State 
action plan stands with the 
State and district task force. 
The plan will include 
identifying diseases spread 
due to climate change. 



fixing the risk factor by 
conducting surveys, 
working out remedial 
measures by pinpointing 
areas and populations at 
risk, listing available 
resources,” said Mr. Shinde. 

A nodal officer will be 
appointed at the district 
level to study climate 
change, along with an 
environmental medical 
unit. The Hindu on August 
16 had written that the GR 
had specifically directed the 
government to “have 
department-wise 
recommendations/ 
measures by making 
necessary changes in the 
existing policies or bringing 
in new policies.” 

The governing body will 
meet once a year while the 
task force will have three 
meetings in a year. All 
district administrations 
have been informed to set 
up similar task forces at the 
district level, which will be 
led by the collector. 



Congress to bolster leadership in districts 

Party to appoint two working presidents to assist district president ahead of polls

MUMBAI 

Infested with groupism and 
dormant leadership in a 
number of districts in the 
State, the Congress is plan¬ 
ning to revive the party or¬ 
ganisation by replicating the 
State leadership model in 
the districts. 

On Thursday, senior lea¬ 
dership of the party’s State 
unit held a meeting in Delhi 
with party general secretary 
K.C. Venugopal to discuss 
the Assembly polls. At the 
meeting, a six-member 
screening committee head¬ 
ed by senior party leader 
from Madhya Pradesh Jyoti- 
raditya Scindia was appoint¬ 


ed to select candidates for 
the Assembly polls. It was al¬ 
so decided to soon declare 
the names of candidates 
from 100 constituencies. 

A senior party leader, 
who attended the meeting, 
said, “In many districts, the 
party organisation is almost 
non-existent. There are 
some places where we have 
not changed the district pre¬ 
sidents for over a decade. It 
leads to groupism and power 
gets concentrated with one 
person. This hampers the 
party’s growth. We have now 
decided to appoint two 
working presidents to assist 
the district president and 
ease the party work.” The 


party has experimented 
with this model at the State 
level by appointing five 
working presidents to sup¬ 
port State president Balasa- 
heb Thorat. 

Tie-up with other parties 

The meeting also discussed 
the party’s alliance with the 
Nationalist Congress Party 
(NCP). The leader said, “The 
alliance stands strong 
though there could be furth¬ 
er discussion on a few seats. 
We have decided to finalise 
within a week or two our 
candidates for at least 100 
Assembly segments where 
we have no disagreement 
with our ally.” The leader 


said the 100 candidates 
would get extra time to pre¬ 
pare for the polls. 

The party will be holding 
another meeting to discuss 
poll preparations in Mumbai 
next week. The leader said, 
“We will continue talks with 
Prakash Ambedkar as we 
want him with us in this bat¬ 
tle. We are always open for 
discussion and to find a way 
out of the current crisis.” 

The leader said the Cen¬ 
tral leadership would take a 
call on joining hands with 
Raj Thackeray’s Maharashtra 
Navnirman Sena (MNS). He 
added, “It seems the MNS is 
more pally with the NCP and 
we are fine with it.”

The biggest chal¬ 
lenge then was to ascertain 
her identity, said senior pol¬ 
ice officers.

NEW DELHI 

The Supreme Court on Fri¬ 
day took on board a batch of 
petitions challenging the cri¬ 
minalisation of the pronoun¬ 
cement of triple talaq, even 
as it pointed out that certain 
practices such as dowry 
managed to survive despite 
being held invalid and con¬ 
demned as crimes. 

A Bench of Justices N.V. 
Ramana and Ajay Rastogi is¬ 
sued notice to the govern¬ 
ment on pleas challenging 
the constitutionality of the 
Muslim Women (Protection 
of Rights on Marriage) Act 
2019, which penalises decla¬ 
ration of triple talaq by men. 

After issuing notice. Jus¬ 
tice Ramana closed the case 
file, but reopened it as an af¬ 
terthought, saying “some pe¬ 
ople here will be disappoint¬ 
ed if we do not ask you 
questions...” 

The judge may have re¬ 
ferred to the large media 


contingent in the court 
room. 

Non-bailable offence 

The petitions include one by 
Jamiat Ulama-I-Hind, which 
said the Act had made triple 
talaq a non-bailable offence 
by which men could be im¬ 
prisoned for three years 
even as desertion of a wife by 
a husband is not considered 
an offence in India. 

At best, desertion is a 
ground for divorce. 

The Hind said the three- 
year imprisonment pre¬ 
scribed under the Act was 
both “disproportionate and 
excessive”. 

The organisation said the 
law had made the declara¬ 
tion of triple talaq an offence 
graver than other crimes 
such as rioting, kidnapping, 
death by negligence, con¬ 
cealment of birth by secret 
disposal of body, bigamy, 
bribery, food adulteration 
and so on. 


Another petition by Sa- 
mastha Kerala Jamiathul, 
one of the biggest religious 
organisations of Sunni Mus¬ 
lim scholars and clerics in 
Kerala, claimed the sole ob¬ 
jective of the new law was 
“to punish Muslim 
husbands”. 

Jamiathul, represented by 
advocate Zulfiker Ali P.S, 
contended, “If the motive is 


to protect a Muslim wife in 
an unhappy marriage, no 
reasonable person can be¬ 
lieve that the means to en¬ 
sure it is by putting an errant 
husband in jail for three 
years and create a non-baila¬ 
ble offence for merely saying 
“talaq, talaq, talaq”. Further, 
the offence is confined only 
to Muslim husbands. 

“It is absurd that for an ut¬ 


terance which has no legal 
effect, whether spoken by 
Muslim, Hindu or Christian, 
it is only the Muslim husband 
who is penalised with a 
three-year sentence. Protec¬ 
tion of wives cannot be 
achieved by incarceration of 
husbands.” 

‘Null and void’ 

The petition contended that 
the Supreme Court had de¬ 
clared the utterance of triple 
talaq “null and void”. 

It urged the court to stay 
the operation of the ordi¬ 
nance while questioning the 
haste with which the govern¬ 
ment promulgated it. 

A close look at the three 
separate opinions delivered 
by the Constitution Bench on 
August 22,2017, showed that 
it was only the minority judg¬ 
ment of the Supreme Court 
that directed the govern¬ 
ment to bring an “appro¬ 
priate legislation” on triple 
talaq.

Ms. Ramani said she was 
23 years old when Mr. Ak¬ 
bar, editor of a soon-to-be- 
launched Asian Age, called 
her to his hotel room for a 
job interview in December 
1993. The court scheduled 
further hearing in the case 
for September 7.

The death of a trainee air¬ 
craft engineer last month af¬ 
ter the automatic doors of a 
Spicejet plane snapped shut 
on him has led to the DGCA 
mandating rules for maxi¬ 
mum working hours and 
rest periods for mainte¬ 
nance personnel like those 
for pilots and cabin crew to 
ensure fatigue and human 
errors don’t contribute to 
accidents and safety lapses. 

The Directorate General 
of Civil Aviation on Friday is¬ 
sued an advisory requiring 
that maintenance personnel 
not be made to work for 
more than 8-10 hours, 
which in case of exigencies 
can be extended to a maxi¬ 
mum of 12 hours. The new 
rules also require that they 


do not work on more than 
two consecutive night shifts, 
which should be followed by 
two successive days of rest. 

The DGCA said the rules 
will apply to technicians, in¬ 
spectors, supervisors, man¬ 
agers, planners and persons 
working in maintenance 
control centres. 

The norms, also called 
Duty Time Limitations, have 
so far been in place only for 
flying crew, which includes 
pilots and cabin crew. 

The DGCA said there 
should be a minimum rest 
period of 11 hours between 
two shifts and the personnel 
should be given a break af¬ 
ter a gap of every four hours 
and they should not work 
for more than 48 hours in 
seven days or 60 hours, in¬ 
cluding overtime.

“The accident is unfortu¬ 
nate and tragic. Occurred 
after heavy rain. I visited 
CNMC and SSKM hospitals 
to meet families of the de¬ 
ceased and the injured. Ev¬ 
ery death is a tragedy. But 
what we can do is to stand 
by the families in their mo¬ 
ment of grief,” she 
tweeted. 

Ms. Banerjee told jour¬ 
nalists that the accident 
had occurred when people 
tried to take shelter inside 
the temple because of the 
rain. She announced com¬ 
pensation to the families of 
the deceased and said 
medical expenses for the 
injured would be borne by 
the government. She also 
blamed the illegal makesh¬ 
ift shops that had come up 
around the temple for the 
congestion leading to the 
stampede. 

Devotees gather at the 
temple every year on this 
day to celebrate the birth 
anniversary of Baba Lolce- 
nath, an 18th century saint, 
who has followers in West 
Bengal and Bangladesh.

Gujarat, though it 
dropped a point, topped the 
rankings for the second year 
in a row with a score of 75 
out of a maximum possible 
100 . 

Delhi at the bottom 

Six States did worse than last 
year - with Delhi, which was 
evaluated for the first time 
this year garnering the low¬ 
est score - and three main¬ 
tained their position from 
last year, according to the 
Composite Water Manage¬ 


ment Index, a ranking tool 
developed by the NITI Aayog 
and unveiled last year. 

The ‘index’ aims at cap¬ 
turing how well States have 
done on groundwater and 
surface water restoration, 
implementing major and 
medium irrigation projects, 
watershed development, 
participatory irrigation man¬ 
agement, on-farm water use, 


rural and urban water sup¬ 
ply, and policy and gover¬ 
nance. 

These indicators were 
broken down into 28 objec¬ 
tive indicators that include 
determining whether the 
State had policies and infras¬ 
tructure in place to conserve 
groundwater, or its perfor¬ 
mance in providing piped 
water to villages.

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Sentiment booster 


In rolling back some measures, the 
government shows it listens to feedback 

F or an economy that is downbeat in growth and in 
sentiment, the comprehensive package of mea¬ 
sures announced by Finance Minister Nirmala 
Sitharaman on Friday may just be the right boost. They 
address growth slowdown concerns; free up funds for 
investment and spending by banks, housing finance 
companies and MSMEs; and importantly, undo some 
controversial proposals, in the budget and outside it, 
which were affecting sentiment in the markets and the 
corporate sector. And, importantly, these have all been 
done without any significant financial burden on the 
government. Some of the measures promote the ease of 
doing business and even the ease of living for ordinary 
citizens. The auto sector’s biggest demand - that of re¬ 
duction in GST rate - may not have been conceded, but 
Ms. Sitharaman has given the sector enough to cheer 
about. The accelerated depreciation of 15% (in addition 
to the existing 15%) for all vehicles acquired till March 
31,2020 and the deferment of the proposed increase in 
registration fee for new vehicles to June 2020 are posi¬ 
tive measures that will boost sentiment and, it is to be 
hoped, translate into demand. As the festive season sets 
in, banks will have more space to increase their lending 
consequent to the upfront funding of ^70,000 crore 
(announced in the budget) that they will get from the 
government towards recapitalisation. This, together 
with the strong push for repo rate linked loan products, 
is likely to benefit consumers borrowing to buy new 
homes, vehicles and durables. 

The rollback of the capital gains tax imposed in the 
budget on foreign portfolio investors, the withdrawal of 
angel tax on start-ups and the promise that non-com¬ 
pliance with corporate social responsibility (CSR) 
norms will be decriminalised show a government that is 
willing to listen to feedback from the ground. Much of 
the mayhem in the markets could have been avoided 
though if only the Finance Minister had acted earlier on 
the negative feedback to the FPI tax proposal. Some of 
the smaller steps can go a long way. Expediting delayed 
payments by government departments and public sec¬ 
tor units is alone expected to release a massive ^60,000 
crore into the economy. The assurance that all pending 
GST refunds to MSMEs will be paid within 30 days and 
going forward such refunds will be made within 60 days 
is a great relief for the sector. This will ease the cash 
flows of MSMEs who often work with stretched financ¬ 
es. The most significant takeaway though from Ms. Sith- 
araman’s announcements is the fact that the govern¬ 
ment is no longer scared of the suit-boot ki sarkar jibe. 
She declared upfront that the government respects 
“wealth creators” and the measures are aimed at help¬ 
ing them. Will these measures put GDP growth back on 
the rails? Will they restore the jobs lost in the last few 
months? The answers to these are in the hands of the 
wealth creators now. The government did what it could; 
it is now up to India Inc to take the ball and run. 


Shallow draughts 

India needs to remind President Trump of the 
real basis of its claim to J&K 

I n the run-up to the meeting between Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi and U.S. President Donald Trump, 
expected on the sidelines of the G7 summit, many in 
South Block would have hoped that the U.S. President 
would not make any of his characteristically controver¬ 
sial statements. The two leaders have a full bilateral 
agenda to discuss, including defence and strategic 
cooperation, and will need to resolve outstanding trade 
issues, as well as deal with possible U.S. sanctions on In¬ 
dia for an upcoming purchase of the Russian S-400 anti 
missile systems and the future of Iran sanctions for oil 
purchases. It is clear that India’s concerns over the U.S.- 
Taliban peace process will also be high on the agenda. 
However, Mr. Trump has made it clear, in at least three 
recent statements, that the situation in Jammu and 
Kashmir (J&K) and resultant tensions between India 
and Pakistan will claim much of the conversation. For 
starters, Mr. Trump has repeated, despite several rejec¬ 
tions from India, that he would like to “mediate” bet¬ 
ween the two countries. He has also called the India-Pa- 
kistan conflict over Kashmir a ‘religious problem’. 
While Mr. Trump is free to make assertions, his views 
on the Kashmir dispute betray an ignorance of the na¬ 
ture of the conflict and the situation on the ground. 

Since 1947, the view on the Indian side has been that 
Partition was not on the basis of a religious divide, but 
an ideological one: the ‘idea of Pakistan’ vs. the ‘idea of 
India’. Pakistan was carved out of India because sec¬ 
tions of Muslims believed that they could not live equit¬ 
ably with the majority Hindu community. India consist¬ 
ed of those who believed people of all religions could 
live together in a secular, pluralistic society; and it 
should be noted that more Muslims chose to live in In¬ 
dia than in Pakistan. India’s claim over J&K, a State that 
included Hindus, Muslims and Buddhists, stemmed 
from this very premise. The government has repeatedly 
stressed that its decision on J&K was mandated by a de¬ 
sire to provide better governance and development for 
the people there. Mr. Trump’s assertion that the issue 
over Kashmir is a religious one unwittingly plays into 
the Pakistani narrative of a conflict that has defied such 
narrow definitions for more than 70 years. It is there¬ 
fore necessary that the government firmly corrects Mr. 
Trump on the matter. While the government has decid¬ 
ed wisely to ignore many of his quixotic comments, his 
assertion that Kashmir is essentially a communal pro¬ 
blem is dangerous, and needs to be countered by New 
Delhi in the interest of bilateral relations, as well as the 
resolution of the problem itself. 



An end to arms control consensus 

An end to the New START in 2021 will leave the arsenals of the two major nuclear powers unencumbered by any pact 



T he countdown on the U.S.- 
Russia Intermediate Range 
Nuclear Forces (INF) Treaty 
began last October when Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump announced 
that the U.S. was considering a 
withdrawal. On August 2, the U.S. 
formally quit the pact. Concluded 
in 1987, the agreement had obliged 
the two countries to eliminate all 
ground-based missiles of ranges 
between 500 km and 5,500 km, 
an objective achieved by 1991. 

At risk is the New START (Stra¬ 
tegic Arms Reduction Treaty) 
signed in 2010 and due to lapse in 
February 2021. It has a provision 
for a five-year extension but Mr. 
Trump has already labelled it “a 
bad deal negotiated by the [Ba¬ 
rack] Obama administration.” 

In May, Director of the Defence 
Intelligence Agency Lt. Gen. Rob¬ 
ert Ashley declared that “Russia 
probably is not adhering to the nu¬ 
clear testing moratorium in a man¬ 
ner consistent with the ‘zero-yield’ 
standard” imposed by the Com¬ 
prehensive Test Ban Treaty 
(CTBT). The CTBT has not entered 
into force but the U.S. is a signato¬ 
ry and Russia has signed and rati¬ 
fied it. Many have interpreted Lt. 
Gen. Ashley’s statement as prepar¬ 
ing the ground for a resumption of 
nuclear explosives testing. Taken 
together, these ominous pointers 
indicate the beginning of a new 
nuclear arms race. 

The decade of the 1980s saw 
heightened Cold War tensions. So¬ 
viet military intervention in Af¬ 
ghanistan in 1979 provided the 
U.S. an opportunity to fund a 


(barely) covert jihad with the help 
of Pakistan. President Ronald Rea¬ 
gan called the USSR “an evil em¬ 
pire” and launched his space war 
initiative. Soviet deployments in 
Europe of SS-20 missiles were 
matched by the U.S. with Pershing 
II and cruise missiles. 

Cold War talks 

In 1985, the two countries entered 
into arms control negotiations on 
three tracks. The first dealt with 
strategic weapons with ranges of 
over 5,500 km, leading to the 
START agreement in 1991 that li¬ 
mited both sides to 1,600 strategic 
delivery vehicles and 6,000 war¬ 
heads. A second track dealt with 
intermediate-range missiles, of 
particular concern to the Euro¬ 
peans, and this led to the INF Trea¬ 
ty in 1987. A third track. Nuclear 
and Space Talks, was intended to 
address Soviet concerns regarding 
the U.S.’s Strategic Defence Initia¬ 
tive (SDI) but this did not yield any 
concrete outcome. 

The INF Treaty was hailed as a 
great disarmament pact even 
though no nuclear warheads were 
dismantled and similar range air- 
launched and sea-launched mis¬ 
siles were not constrained. Furth¬ 
er, since it was a bilateral agree¬ 
ment, the treaty did not restrict 
other countries, but this hardly 
mattered as it was an age of bipo¬ 
larity and the U.S.-USSR nuclear 
equation was the only one that 
counted. By 1991, the INF had 
been implemented. The USSR des¬ 
troyed a total of 1,846 missiles and 
the U.S. did the same with 846 
Pershing and cruise missiles. Asso¬ 
ciated production facilities were 
also closed down. In keeping with 
Reagan’s dictum of ‘trust but veri¬ 
fy’, the INF Treaty was the first 
pact to include intensive verifica¬ 
tion measures, including on-site 
inspections. 


With the end of the Cold War 
and the break-up of the USSR in 
end-1991, the arms race was over. 
Former Soviet allies were now 
joining the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO) and negotiat¬ 
ing to become European Union 
(EU) members. The U.S. was in¬ 
vesting in missile defence and con¬ 
ventional global precision strike 
capabilities to expand its techno¬ 
logical lead. Importantly, some of 
these were blurring the nuclear- 
conventional divide. 

U.S. withdrawal from ABM 

In 2001, when the U.S. announced 
its unilateral withdrawal from the 
1972 Anti Ballistic Missile Treaty 
(ABM Treaty), a keystone of bilat¬ 
eral nuclear arms control was re¬ 
moved. 

The INF Treaty had been under 
threat for some time. The U.S. had 
started voicing concerns about the 
Novator 9M729 missile tests nearly 
a decade ago. As Russia began pro¬ 
duction, formal allegations of vio¬ 
lation of the INF Treaty were 
raised by the Obama administra¬ 
tion in 2014. Russia denied the al¬ 
legations and blamed the U.S. for 
deploying missile defence inter¬ 
ceptors in Poland and Romania, 
using dual-purpose launchers that 
could be quickly reconfigured to 
launch Tomahawk missiles. 

Basically, Russia believes that 
nuclear stability began getting up¬ 
set since the U.S.’s unilateral with¬ 
drawal from the ABM Treaty. As 
the U.S. used its technological lead 
to gain advantage, Russia became 
more dependent on its offensive 
nuclear arsenal and began its mo¬ 
dernisation and diversification. 

The U.S.’s 2017 National Securi¬ 
ty Strategy and the Nuclear Pos¬ 
ture Review (NPR) the following 
year reflected harsher-than-before 
assessment of its security environ¬ 
ment and sought a more expansive 



role for nuclear weapons, in a 
break from the policies that had 
been followed since the end of the 
Cold War. Russia was seen as a ‘dis¬ 
ruptive power’ pushing for a re-or¬ 
dering of security and economic 
structures in Europe and West 
Asia in its favour. China was identi¬ 
fied for the first time as a strategic 
competitor that was seeking re¬ 
gional hegemony in the Indo-Pac- 
ific region in the near-term and 
“displacement of the U.S. to 
achieve global pre-eminence in 
the future”. 

With the geopolitical shift to the 
Indo-Pacific, the U.S. believes that 
the INF Treaty was putting it at a 
disadvantage compared to China 
which is rapidly modernising and 
currently has 95% of its ballistic 
and cruise missile inventory in the 
INF range. Against this political 
backdrop, the demise of the agree¬ 
ment was a foregone conclusion. 

The 2011 New START was a suc¬ 
cessor to the START framework of 
1991 and limited both sides to 700 
strategic launchers and 1,550 oper¬ 
ational warheads. It lapses in Fe¬ 
bruary 2021 unless extended for a 
five-year period. Mr. Trump has in¬ 
dicated that a decision on the 
agreement will be taken in January 
2021, after the 2020 election. Gi¬ 
ven his dislike for it, if he is re¬ 
elected, it is clear that the New 
START will also meet the fate of 
the INF Treaty. This means that. 


for the first time since 1972, when 
the Strategic Arms Limitation Act 
(SALT) I concluded, strategic arse¬ 
nals from the U.S. and Russia will 
not be constrained by any arms 
control agreement. 

Testing of low-yield weapons 

The 2018 NPR envisaged develop¬ 
ment of new nuclear weapons, in¬ 
cluding low-yield weapons. The 
Nevada test site, which has been 
silent since 1992, is being readied 
to resume testing with a six-month 
notice. The U.S. Senate had reject¬ 
ed the CTBT in 1999 but as a signa¬ 
tory the U.S. has observed it. In ad¬ 
dition to pointing the finger at 
Russian violations, Lt. Gen. Ashley 
declared that “China is possibly 
preparing to operate its test site 
year-round in a development that 
speaks directly to China’s goals for 
its nuclear force”. He suggested 
that China cannot achieve such 
progress “without activities incon¬ 
sistent with the CTBT”. Since the 
CTBT requires ratification by U.S., 
China, Iran, Israel and Egypt and 
adherence by India, Pakistan and 
North Korea, it is unlikely to ever 
enter into force. Resumption of 
testing by the U.S. would effective¬ 
ly ensure its demise. 

A new nuclear arms race could 
just be the beginning. Unlike the 
bipolar equation of the Cold War, 
this time it will be complicated be¬ 
cause of multiple countries being 
involved. Technological changes 
are bringing cyber and space do¬ 
mains into contention. All this 
raises the risks of escalation and 
could even strain the most impor¬ 
tant achievement of nuclear arms 
control - the taboo against the use 
of nuclear weapons that has stood 
since 1945.

Letting the pearl on the Silk Road shine brighter 

The Dunhuang city has been witness to multiple interactions and mutual learning between China and India 



R ecently, Chinese President 
Xi Jinping visited the Mogao 
Grottoes in Dunhuang city 
of China to inspect cultural relics 
protection and research work. 
Some Indian friends may have 
heard about Dunhuang, but not 
many know about its unique beau¬ 
ty, history and culture. Here I wish 
to share with you stories about the 
Dunhuang that I know. 

Dunhuang is a land that has 
gone through vicissitudes of histo¬ 
ry with ancient legacies and magic 
beauty. Around 2,000 years ago, a 
Chinese geographer of the Eastern 
Han dynasty Ying Shao said: “Dun, 
means grand; Huang, means 
splendid.” Therefore Dunhuang 
means the land of grand splen¬ 
dour. Historical changes over the 
millennium shaped the magnifi¬ 
cent landscape of this frontier re¬ 
gion west of China’s Gansu pro¬ 
vince and left colourful and 
gorgeous cultural treasures. 

The Mogao Grottoes, located in 
a desert oasis surrounded by wa¬ 
ter and mountain, have stood 
quietly for over 1,650 years and be¬ 
come the most abundant and ex¬ 
quisite Buddhist art relics in China 
and beyond. Mogao Grottoes are a 
treasure house of art, architec¬ 
ture, sculpture and painting with 
735 grottoes, over 45,000 square 
meters of murals and 2,000 paint¬ 


ed sculptures. These works of art 
are exquisitely crafted, with un¬ 
ique craftsmanship, vivid charm, 
and combination of form and spi¬ 
rit. Like an amazing and colourful 
movement, they tell a beautiful 
and touching legend of magic 
charm lasting thousand years. 

Dunhuang is a witness to inte¬ 
ractions and mutual learning bet¬ 
ween China and India, two ancient 
civilisations. The Mogao Grottoes 
in Dunhuang remind me of Ajanta 
Caves and Elora Caves in India, 
which I visited before. All being 
world-famous, the murals and 
Buddha figures in these caves tell 
the historical and cultural ties bet¬ 
ween Chinese and Indian civilisa¬ 
tions, and witness the light of in¬ 
ter-civilisational exchanges and 
mutual learning. 

Indian-style sculptures can be 
seen in the Mogao Grottoes built 
during the 4th to 6th centuries. 
The moves of the most commonly 
seen Apsara figure in Dunhuang 
murals are similar to those in In¬ 
dian classical dances. Dunhuang 
also keeps many ancient Buddhist 
sutras written in Sanskrit and Pat- 
tra-Leaf Scripture, a wealth of in¬ 
formation for China-India cultural 
exchanges. 

Convergence of cultures 

Dunhuang is a classical example of 
convergence of Oriental and West¬ 
ern civilisations. President Xi Jinp¬ 
ing said that Dunhuang is an im¬ 
portant hub where Oriental 
culture met the Western culture in 
history, and different cultures met 
and mingled here, shaping the un¬ 
ique charm of Dunhuang culture. 



The rich and colourful painted 
sculptures and murals in the Mo¬ 
gao Grottoes absorb the strength 
of ancient Eastern and Western 
art. The splendid Dunhuang cul¬ 
ture is a fusion of the best of cul¬ 
tures of various nations. Ji Xianlin, 
a master scholar on culture in Chi¬ 
na, said that there are only four 
cultural systems in the world with 
long history, vast territory, self- 
contained system and far-reaching 
influence, i.e. Chinese, Indian, 
Greek and Islamic, and these four 
cultural systems converge in Dun¬ 
huang and Xinjiang of China. 

Being an important hub city, 
Dunhuang is known as the “Pearl 
on the Silk Road”. For thousands 
of years, envoys and officials, mer¬ 
chants and caravans, monks and 
scholars, capital and technology, 
integrated and communicated 
through this silk road, nourishing 
the development and prosperity 
of countries along the route. 

China and India have also deve¬ 
loped close economic, trade and 
cultural exchanges along the an¬ 
cient Silk Road of both land and 
sea. China’s paper making, silk, 
porcelain and tea were introduced 


to India, while Indian singing and 
dancing, astronomy, architecture 
and spices were introduced to Chi¬ 
na, which became the historical 
witness of the mutual exchanges 
between the two sides. Zhang 
Qian was sent on a diplomatic mis¬ 
sion to the Western Regions. 
Zheng He sailed to the Western 
Ocean seven times and visited In¬ 
dia six times. Xuan Zang, Kumara- 
jiva, Bodhidharma and other great 
monks made the expeditions by 
crossing over mountains and sail¬ 
ing the deep sea. All of them left 
touching stories. 

Road of friendship 

The Silk Road is not only a road of 
trade, but also a road of friendship 
and mutual learning among civili¬ 
sations. It will certainly further 
promote the deep inter-connectiv¬ 
ity and cultural exchanges bet¬ 
ween countries along the route. 
The Silk Road spirit is about open¬ 
ness, exchanges and inclusive¬ 
ness. It reveals the truth that there 
will be no progress without open¬ 
ness, no development without ex¬ 
changes and no strength without 
inclusiveness. Facing challenges of 
today’s world, we should draw 
wisdom from the history of the 
Silk Road, unleash strength from 
the win-win cooperation today, 
and create a bright future of com¬ 
mon development.

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The deadly landslides of Malabar 

As Malabar faces up to rain-related tragedies, the debate shifts to whether ecologically sensitive areas should be free of human intervention. S. Anandan reports on 
the plight of the displaced in the hills of north Kerala 


S uneesh V., 29, walks gingerly to the 
tarpaulin-covered front yard of his 
tiny house as if the earth would 
give way if he stepped on it a little firm¬ 
ly. He doesn’t seem to trust the soil be¬ 
neath his feet any longer. He lives on 
Muthappankunnu hill, covered with 
young rubber trees, in Kavalappara, 
which is part of the Bhoodanam colony 
in Pothukallu panchayat in Kerala’s Ma- 
lappuram district. This is where land¬ 
less tribals secured land after the Bhoo- 
dan movement more than six decades 
ago. On the night of August 8, the hill 
suddenly moved, shaking his faith in it. 

The rains had been relentless since 
August 4, but they turned particularly 
raucous from August 7, flooding the low¬ 
lands of Nilambur taluk in the Chaliyar 
river basin. Almost all of Pothukallu’s 
low-lying areas were submerged, forc¬ 
ing people to seek shelter elsewhere. 

Water rose at an alarming pace in the 
thodu (streamlet) at the foot of Muthap¬ 
pankunnu hill as well. Several hill peo¬ 
ple, including Suneesh, a construction 
worker, were without work for a few 
days. On August 8 evening, a clutch of 
youth in the neighbourhood decided to 
walk down the road that split the hill in 
the middle to gauge the situation. 

“Word had spread that the Thudimut- 
ti bridge, a kilometre downstream on 
the thodu, was flooded. We went wear¬ 
ing raincoats. The stream was fierce. 
Last year, when it rained heavily, there 
was fear of landslides, so the hill people 
were evacuated to relief camps. But 
nothing happened. So, we were not par¬ 
ticularly alarmed this time around,” re¬ 
calls Suneesh. 

It was already dark when the young 
men returned. “There was a power out¬ 
age. My neighbour Priyadarsh, 32, and I 
stood in front of my house and chatted 
for a bit,” says Suneesh. “He then decid¬ 
ed to go check on his mother and grand¬ 
mother. Just as he stepped into his hom¬ 
estead, there was a wild rumble from 
above. It was as though a thousand roll¬ 
er shutters had been slammed down. 
Fear made me motionless for a while. 
Moments later, I ran into my house to 
see my pregnant wife and mother in 
shock. We did not know what to do,” he 
says, his voice trembling. 

Half an hour later, the survivors on 
the tiny island of green who had been 
spared by the landslide gathered on 
what remained of the road. “We real¬ 
ised we would not be able to cross the 
swollen thodu. The hill had collapsed 
and we spent the night in dread in the 
small courtyard of my parents’ house,” 
says Suneesh. 

As rescue workers struggle to re¬ 
trieve the bodies of Priyadarsh, his 
mother Ragini and grandmother De- 
vayani from the debris, Suneesh sits on 
his haunches nearby, unable to move. 

“He is terrified,” says Pratheesh Pra¬ 
sad, 35, Priyadarsh’s brother, who lives 
in a rented house in Uppada, a neigh¬ 
bouring village. “They all came over to 
my place for 15 days this time last year. 
They were thinking of coming again. It’s 
not my loss alone. Several people have 
lost their close relatives.” 

When the hills collapsed 

This month Kerala was battered by an 
erratic monsoon for the second year in 
a row. The worst tragedies have unfold¬ 
ed in the hills of Malabar this time: in 
Kavalappara in Malappuram and Puthu- 
mala in Wayanad, separated by just six 
kilometers across the hills. 

There were 125 rain-related deaths in 
Kerala between August 8 and 21, accord¬ 
ing to the State Disaster Management 
Authority. About 65 landslides were re¬ 
ported, mostly in the Malabar region. 
Following a massive landslide in Kava¬ 
lappara, 59 people went missing. Till 
August 21,48 bodies were recovered. At 
Puthumala, 12 bodies were recovered 
and the search continues for the five 
who are still missing. Across the State, 
1,800 houses were destroyed by the 
floods and 14,500 were partially dam¬ 
aged. 

“The landslide in Puthumala was 
three hours before the one in Kavalap¬ 
para. The Chaliyar was flooded. The wa¬ 
ters swept over the Panankayam bridge 
near Bhoodanam. As debris containing 
uprooted trees, masses of concrete and 
mud got stuck at the bridge, streams 
nearby, including the Kavalappara tho¬ 
du, breached the banks. But since the 
area was marooned and it was still pour¬ 
ing, no one came to know about the 
Puthumala slide till afternoon the next 
day. It was then that everyone also came 
to know about the Kavalappara slide,” 
says Sivan, 56, a resident of Vellilamadu 
in Bhoodanam. 

Between the Puthumala and the Ka¬ 
valappara landslides, at around 5.30 pm 
on August 8, another landslide des¬ 
troyed the market, community facili¬ 
ties, some 22 houses, a mosque at Path- 
ar, and another ward in the Pothukallu 
panchayat, a stone’s throw away from 
Bhoodanam. “Seeing that the water of 
the Ezhavathodu stream was of a diffe¬ 
rent colour, people had already moved 
to safer places when the landslide oc¬ 
curred. There was no loss of life, but we 
lost everything else,” cries Rojimon I.G.,

32. “There were eight landslides in the 
upper reaches, in Valamkolli and Then- 
para. Maybe they were triggered by the 
two granite quarries in the vicinity,” he 
says, pointing to the sea of debris where 
his house stood. 

“No, it was because of the rain,” ar¬ 
gues Barthila Baby, panchayat member 
from Pathar. “The operation of a quarry 
nearby had been stopped some time 
ago.” A village official remembers issu¬ 
ing a stop memo to those illegally min¬ 
ing in Murukanjiram, near Pathar, a few 
years ago. 

Barring a laterite quarry on a hill op¬ 
posite Muthappankunnu hill, there is no 
granite quarry close by, says Rajesh Do¬ 
minic, 38, a farmer who survived the 
landslide. “However, it is a man-made 
disaster,” he says. “Over a year ago, a 
planter had come here with heavy earth 
movers to dig huge rain pits for his rub¬ 
ber saplings. Use of heavy machines at 
that height, close to the crest of the hill, 
should have been avoided. The water¬ 
logged pits must have triggered the 
landslide,” he says. 

Muthappankunnu hill had a canopy 
of cashew groves till a few years ago. 
These were replaced by rubber. “As 
farmers, we make sure that we conserve 
the land. I grow areca nut and banana 
and make it a point to grow grass to 
strengthen the soil,” says Rajesh, who 


had to carry out an eleventh hour evac¬ 
uation of his ageing parents, pregnant 
wife and children. 

The Pothukallu gram panchayat has 
now submitted a proposal to the go¬ 
vernment to rehabilitate all the 270 fa¬ 
milies from the Kavalappara area, says 
Valsala Aravindan, Bhoodanam ward 
member and panchayat vice president. 
“We have also decided not to allow 
farming in the hill,” she says. 

At Puthumala, once a scenic village 
on the slopes of plantation estates, As- 
ghar, 32, waits as excavators look for the 
missing. He says he was among those 
who protested the operation of a granite 
quarry close to the area. 

“Blasting at the Pachakkad quarry 
used to be a pain. Rock pieces would hit 
our houses once in a while. After a lot of 
struggle, we managed to get it closed,” 
says Asghar, whose father Aboobacker, 
62, a Saudi returnee, is still missing. An 
early landslide near the abandoned 
quarry had nearly sunk his two-storey 
house abutting the road on the lower 
side of the hill. “Since it was raining hea¬ 
vily, my father went in a car with our 
neighbour Avaran (68) to take a look. 
Both are missing,” says Asghar. 

Given the torrential rain and crevices 
in some of the hills above - at Chooral- 
mala, Mundakai and Attamala - Puthu¬ 
mala residents, many of whom are tea 
and cardamom plantation workers, or 
their kin, had already been moved to re¬ 
lief camps. “The situation looked omi¬ 
nous from August 7. Some 53 houses, a 
mosque, a temple, a post office, the 
houses of plantation workers called 
paadi lines, a canteen and a children’s 
play area were later devoured by the 
landslide. The debris stretched over a 
10-km area,” says the president of Mep- 
padi panchayat, K.K. Sahad. 

At the relief camp in the Government 
Higher Secondary School in Meppadi, 
survivors are traumatised. Nausheena, 
27, an advocate, shudders at the memo¬ 
ry of her failed attempt to save her sis¬ 
ter-in-law, 32-year-old Hajira. “We were 


alert as water in the rivulet in front of 
our house was rising. But when the de¬ 
bris hit us all suddenly, there was a mad 
scramble to get to higher ground. I saw a 
7-year-old boy in the neighbourhood 
clutching onto the sinking pillar of our 
house and crying for help. I was able to 
pull him up. My sister-in-law was short 
and although I stretched out my hand to 
her, the debris consumed her,” she says. 
With no place to go, her mother, broth¬ 
er and his two children are moving to a 
rented house at Kalpetta. 

The Meppadi panchayat is seeking 
patronage to buy some 10 acres of low¬ 
land to rehabilitate at least 100 families 
from Puthumala. 

The role of quarries 

Kerala was on the path to recovery and 
rebuilding after the flood in August last 
year. The flood had also rekindled the 
debate on whether the State would have 
been better off had it embraced the 
Western Ghats Ecology Expert Panel 
(WGEEP) report of August 2011. Nota¬ 
bly, the panel, which was chaired by 
ecologist Madhav Gadgil, had incorpo¬ 
rated the Nilambur-Meppadi hills in the 
topmost category of Ecologically Sensi¬ 
tive Zones (ESZ-1). 

Initial discussions revolved around 
the role of quarries in rattling the fragile 
environs of these hills. Based on GIS 
mapping data, two scientists of the Ker¬ 
ala Forest Research Institute found in 
2017 that the State had 5,924 quarries, 
both active and abandoned ones. “We 
found that there are 1,486 granite quar¬ 
ries in ESZ-1, 169 in ESZ-2 and 1,667 
quarries in ESZ-3 identified by WGEEP,” 
says the report prepared by T.V. Sajeev 
and Alex C.J., adding that it was impos¬ 
sible to ascertain whether or not a quar¬ 
ry was functional. 

The WGEEP report had recommend¬ 
ed a ban on quarrying in ESZs 1 and 2 
and also said that existing ones should 
be phased out in five years. While the 
Kerala Forest Research Institute report 
mapped the presence of 12 quarries in a 




five-km radius of Kavalappara, the tah- 
sildar of Nilambur, Subhash Chandra 
Bose, says the entire taluk has just three 
active granite quarries. “It is not the last 
stone extracted from a quarry that caus¬ 
es a landslide,” says Sajeev. 

According to Ali Moideen, chairman 
of the Quarry Crusher Coordination 
Committee, with environmental clea¬ 
rances being made mandatory for all 
quarries, the number of granite quar¬ 
ries in operation in Kerala has come 
down from nearly 6,000 in 2010 to 728 
now. Malappuram accounts for over 100 
of them, he says. But no one is disputing 
the fact that unlicensed, unregulated 
quarries are also in operation. 

A State-wide ban clamped on quarry¬ 
ing in the wake of the landslides has 
now been lifted, except in Malappuram 
where the district administration has 
chosen to continue the ban. In view of 
the frightening regularity of natural ha¬ 
zards now, the State Directorate of Envi¬ 
ronment and Climate Change has initiat¬ 
ed consultations with other 
departments and stakeholders to out¬ 
law quarrying in ecologically sensitive 
regions based on the landslide suscepti¬ 
bility zones mapped by the National 
Centre for Earth Science Studies in 
2010 . 

The map is being updated now. “The 
new regulations will also encompass 
measures to restore abandoned quar¬ 
ries and add teeth to the law against un¬ 
authorised quarrying,” says Usha Titus, 
Principal Secretary, Environment. 

Simultaneously, a landslide suscepti¬ 
bility map being readied by the Geolog¬ 
ical Survey of India has already covered 
over 13,000 km of the 18,000 km moun¬ 
tain region in Kerala. “It is likely to be 
ready by the middle of next year. Mean¬ 
while, we are visiting the landslide sites 
for conducting studies. A similar inven¬ 
tory study was undertaken across 2,000 
landslide sites soon after last year’s 
floods,” says Sachin R., superintending 
geologist. As many as 5,000 landslides 
were recorded in the State in 2018. 

The need of the hour 

A Post-Disaster Needs Assessment con¬ 
ducted by the United Nations Develop¬ 
ment Programme in the wake of the 
2018 floods and the draft Rebuild Kerala 
road map have made it clear that cur¬ 
rent land use pattern, changes in land 
cover, blocking of natural drains by way 
of constructions and poor agricultural 
practices including monocropping have 
all exacerbated the risk of landslides. 
Extreme rain events caused by climate 
change and inadequate early warning 
measures have made matters worse. 
“Since it involves too many players, a 
multisectoral approach is being envis¬ 
aged to formulate a comprehensive land 
use policy,” says a top official involved 
in the rebuilding process. 

“For regions like Kerala in the West¬ 
ern Ghats, multiple factors add up to 
the impact we saw during the mon-

soons of 2018 and 2019. These are com¬ 
pound events attributable to increased 
human intervention,” says Roxy Math¬ 
ew Koll, scientist at the Indian Institute 
of Tropical Meteorology. “Rising ocean 
temperatures are resulting in large fluc¬ 
tuations in the monsoon winds, so it oc¬ 
casionally ends up in surges of moisture 
from the Arabian Sea being dumped ov¬ 
er peninsular India. The rise in extreme 
rainfall events over India from 1950 to 
2018 is about threefold. It is a new 
norm,” he explains. 

Meteorological data indicate that Ma¬ 
lappuram received 512% and 248% ex¬ 
cess rainfall on August 7 and 8, respec¬ 
tively. In Wayanad, the rain was beyond 
normal by 312% and 867%, respectively, 
on the same days. 

“Most regions with a slope of more 
than 20 degrees are prone to landslides. 
Eight per cent of Kerala is classified as a 
critical zone for mass movements. 
Further, since the 19th century, over 
50% of land with tropical forests and 
grasslands has been converted to mono¬ 
culture plantations and agricultural 
fields. This has made the terrain much 
more vulnerable to landslides,” Roxy 
says. He calls for an improvement in 
weather forecast models and early 
warning systems. 

V. Nandakumar, group head. Crustal 
Processes, at the National Centre for 
Earth Science Studies and who visited 
the landslide sites, says clay liquefaction 
was visible at Kavalappara. Water kept 
pounding the rain pits dug for the rub¬ 
ber trees and entered the cracks in the 
ground. This caused lithomargic clay, 
which acts as an adhesive between the 
soil, which is just a few metres deep, 
and the hard rock underneath, to be 
wrenched out. It came crashing down 
as the hill is at a 60% incline, he says. 

At Puthumala, unscientific construc¬ 
tions that interrupted natural drains 
played a role in multiplying the magni¬ 
tude of minor slides that generally oc¬ 
cur in forest areas, says Nandakumar. 
The need of the hour is scientific man¬ 
agement of land use in a people-orient¬ 
ed manner, given the demography of 
the State, he says. 

Rajesh Dominic, the aggrieved farm¬ 
er at Kavalappara, says that this scientif¬ 
ic management should also evolve in 
consultation with the local population. 
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Chidambaram gets 
SC relief in ED case 


However, the petitions 
failed to get listed on August 
21 for hearing in the apex 
court. Mr. Chidambaram 
was arrested by the CBI 
from his Jor Bagh residence 
the same evening. He is on a 
five-day remand till August 
26 with the CBI. 

On Friday, the Bench led 
by Justice Banumathi de¬ 
ferred hearing Mr. Chidam¬ 
baram’s appeal against the 
CBI to August 26 - the date 
on which his remand ends. 
The ED appeal was also list¬ 
ed along with the CBI one. 

The apex court indicated 
that it would, on Monday, 
comprehensively hear argu¬ 
ments both on the legality of 
the Delhi High Court’s refu¬ 
sal to grant anticipatory bail 
and the circumstances lead¬ 
ing to the arrest on August 
21. At the outset of the hear¬ 
ing, Mr. Mehta said Mr. Chi¬ 
dambaram was already un¬ 
der arrest and there was no 
question of granting any an¬ 
ticipatory bail now. 

Picking on this very 
point, senior advocate Kapil 
Sibal explained the events 
leading to Mr. Chidamba¬ 
ram’s arrest. 

He said his client, despite 
repeated attempts, could 


not get his appeals listed in 
the Supreme Court. “I 
moved the Supreme Court 
on time. I had intimated the 
CBI. I did not get a chance to 
be heard by the Supreme 
Court... I have a right to be 
heard. All I wanted was to 
be heard that day...” Mr. Si¬ 
bal submitted. 

He said his client did not 
attempt to “run away”. He 
had appeared in public and 
given a statement to the 
press after the court did not 
list his appeals. 

“I reached home as I had 
not slept the whole night. I 
was arrested from there... 
Now they are saying ‘we 
have arrested you, you can¬ 
not be heard’. My right to 
life, liberty and dignity un¬ 
der Article 21 cannot be cut 
down like this,” Mr. Sibal 
argued. 

He alleged that the High 
Court judgment was a “cut 
and paste” job of a note 
handed over by Mr. Mehta 
after the conclusion of argu¬ 
ments in the anticipatory 
bail and after the judgment 
was reserved. 

Mr. Mehta objected 
strongly, accusing Mr. Sibal 
of making false statements 
in court.

Citizens left out of NRC 
will not go to jail at once 

They can explore all legal options

None of the persons exclud¬ 
ed from Assam’s National 
Register of Citizens (NRC) to 
be published on August 31 
will be immediately put in 
detention centres, a senior 
government official said. 

The official clarified that 
any decision would be taken 
only after the excluded ap¬ 
plicants have exhausted all 
legal options, like the Fo¬ 
reigners’ Tribunals (FTs), 
the High Court and the Su¬ 
preme Court. 

He said a section of the 
foreign press had created 
unnecessary hype around 
the NRC through incorrect 
reports that millions would 
lose citizenship once the fi¬ 
nal list is published on Au¬ 
gust 31. 

By September 1, 200 FTs 
will be operational; 100 of 
them already exist. The Mi¬ 
nistry of Home Affairs has 
sanctioned 1,000 FTs that 
will come up in phases, 
another official said. From 
1985, when FTs were first set 
up in Assam, till February 
28 this year, 63,959 persons 
were declared foreigners 
through ex parte proceed¬ 
ings. The MHA has already

The Central Bureau of Inves¬ 
tigation has sent requests to 
the authorities in five coun¬ 
tries seeking information on 
the financial transactions re¬ 
lated to the INX Media case, 
in which the agency has got 
the custody of former Fi¬ 
nance Minister P. 
Chidambaram. 

“The Letters Rogatory 
[judicial requests] have been 
sent to the United Kingdom, 
Singapore, Mauritius, Ber¬ 
muda and Switzerland. The 
suspected role of several 
shell companies in routing 
funds is being looked into,” a 
CBI official said. 

Kin meet Chidambaram 

Strict access control is being 
maintained at the CBI head¬ 
quarters where Mr. Chidam¬ 
baram has been held for 
questioning till August 26. 
On Friday, his wife Nalini 
Chidambaram and son Karti, 
accompanied by a lawyer, 
met him around 6 p.m. 


The CBI has alleged that 
Indrani and Peter Mukerjea 
paid $5 million and $4.5 lakh 
in 2007-08 and 2008-09 for 
settling issues related to vio¬ 
lation of the Foreign Ex¬ 
change Management Act by 
their companies, INX Media 
and INX News. 

Proposing an investiga¬ 


tion, the Department of Re¬ 
venue had then flagged the 
alleged violation in down¬ 
streaming 26% of the funds 
received from three Mauriti¬ 
us-based companies in INX 
News. 

The agency alleges that 
the Mukerjeas paid to scuttle 
the probe and get FIPB clea¬ 


rance for the investment. 

While INX Media got FIPB 
approval for a ?4.62-crore in¬ 
flux, as alleged, it received 
005 crore by selling its 
shares at a premium of OOO 
a unit. 

CBI’s charge 

Mr. Chidambaram was ar¬ 
rested on Wednesday even¬ 
ing, based on a non-bailable 
warrant issued by a special 
CBI Judge on the agency’s re¬ 
quest. The CBI had alleged 
that he was not cooperating 
in the probe and was evasive 
in his replies to crucial ques¬ 
tions. 

In a statement to the En¬ 
forcement Directorate under 
the Prevention of Money 
Laundering Act, one of the 
then Secretaries is believed 
to have said that the viola¬ 
tion on the part of INX Media 
was not intimated to the 
FIPB. The issue should have 
been referred to the Reserve 
Bank of India, but it was 
“regularised” and clearance 
was given.

Former Union Finance Mi¬ 
nister P. Chidambaram on 
Friday filed a fresh plea in 
the Supreme Court for stay 
of the trial court order re¬ 
manding him to CBI custody 
till August 26 in the INX Me¬ 
dia case. 

Mr. Chidambaram has al¬ 
so challenged the arrest 
warrant issued against him 
by the trial court. 

The senior Congress lead¬ 
er said the trial court had 
passed the order of his ar¬ 
rest without application of 
mind and without consider¬ 
ing that the Supreme Court 
was already seized of the 
matter. 

“It is submitted that the 
conduct of the respondent 
(CBI) is not only deplorable 
but, in fact, the action of the 
respondent clearly shows 
that the whole action was 
planned to overreach the 
authority and majesty of 


this court, in which the spe¬ 
cial judge was misled and 
made to pass the impugned 
orders,” the plea said. 

He sought a stay till the 
apex court finally disposed 
of his appeals in the Su¬ 
preme Court against the 
Delhi High Court order of 
August 20 refusing him pro¬ 
tection from arrest. 

The Congress leader said, 
“The detention/arrest of the 
petitioner and the subse¬ 
quent remand of the peti¬ 
tioner to custody of respon¬ 
dent agency are a direct 
sequitur of the judgment 
dated August 20, 2019.” He 
said his liberty was “illegally 
curtailed.” 

“The detention/arrest of 
the petitioner in pursuance 
of a non-bailable warrant is¬ 
sued on August 21,2019 and 
his subsequent remand by 
the order dated August 22, 
2019 are totally without ju¬ 
risdiction and authority of 
law,” the plea said.

Senior lawyers of the Su¬ 
preme Court expressed 
deep concern about the way 
former Union Finance Mi¬ 
nister and their senior col¬ 
league P. Chidambaram was 
denied a chance to be heard 
by the Supreme Court on 
August 21. 

Mr. Chidambaram’s ap¬ 
peals for interim protection 
from arrest failed to be list¬ 
ed before any Bench of the 
Supreme Court for urgent 
hearing. Despite multiple 
mentioning before a Bench 
led by Justice N.V. Ramana 
in the morning and later in 
the afternoon for a hearing, 
the appeals lay tangled in 
procedural nitty-gritty the 
whole day in the Supreme 
Court Registry. Mr. Chidam¬ 
baram was arrested the 
same evening by the CBI. 

Arguing the appeals be¬ 
fore a Bench led by Justice 
R. Banumathi, senior advo¬ 
cate Kapil Sibal on Friday re¬ 
counted how a senior mem¬ 
ber of the Bar and a man of 


impeccable credentials was 
denied a hearing by the Su¬ 
preme Court on August 21. 
He said it was a denial of Mr. 
Chidambaram’s right to life 
and liberty. 

The open letter, written 
by senior advocates like C.U. 
Singh, Jaideep Gupta and 
Harin P. Raval to the Execu¬ 
tive Committee of the po¬ 
werful Supreme Court Bar 
Association on August 22, 
said the “founders of the 
Constitution could never 
have imagined that the Su¬ 
preme Court could deny ur¬ 
gent and immediate listing 
upon mentioning of a mat¬ 
ter relating to the most se¬ 
nior member of the Bar with 
more than 40 years of expe¬ 
rience, 35 years of which he 
has been a senior advocate.” 

The letter expressed con¬ 
cern about the manner in 
which “matters relating to 
life and liberty of citizens 
are being dealt with by the 
judiciary”.

The Constitution Bench 
led by Chief Justice Ranjan 
Gogoi was responding to 
submissions made by Nir¬ 
mohi Akhara that it was the 
shebait of the deity, entrust¬ 
ed to protect the interests of 
the infant Ram Lalla. 

Nirmohi Akhara was gi¬ 
ven one-third possession of 
the disputed land by the Al¬ 
lahabad High Court in Sep¬ 
tember 2010. The court 
pointed out that the Akha- 
ra’s claim in the apex court 
for exclusive possession of 
the disputed land was at 
cross-purposes with the dei¬ 
ty’s separate suit for exclu¬ 
sive title over the Ramjan¬ 
mabhoomi. The Bench said 
the Akhara has no indepen¬ 
dent claim. If the suit of the 
deity for the land is dismis¬ 
sed, the shebait’s claim does 
not survive. “Claim of the 
shebait can never be ad¬ 
verse to the deity. But if you 
are contesting suit five (suit 
filed by the deity for title), 
then you are going against 
the title of the deity. So, as a 
shebait, you are asking to 
dismiss the suit of the deity,” 
Justice Chandrachud said.

Task force’s regional panel says too few safeguards exist against terror financing 

Status downgrade

Pakistan has been placed on 
the lowest rung, or “black¬ 
list”, of the Financial Action 
Task Force’s Asia Pacific 
Group (APG) for non-com¬ 
pliance and non-enforce¬ 
ment of safeguards against 
terror financing and money 
laundering. 

The APG, one of nine re¬ 
gional affiliates of the FATF, 
met in Canberra from August 
18 to 23 to discuss a five-year 
review of the Mutual Evalua¬ 
tion Report (MER) for Pakis¬ 
tan, and decided to place it 
among countries requiring 
“enhanced, expedited fol¬ 
low-up”. 

Quarterly reporting 

While the placing does not 
bring any new punitive mea¬ 
sures on Pakistan, it will 
mean quarterly reporting to 
the group on improvement 
in its financial safeguards. 

While the APG’s final re¬ 
port will be published in Oc¬ 
tober, the group said in a 
statement that it had “adopt-

ed a number of follow-up re¬ 
ports for APG members and 
for joint APG/FATF members 
and also agreed on revised 
evaluation procedures for 
the coming year reflecting 
recent changes to global pro¬ 
cedures”. Countries under 
review during the current 
session included China, Chi¬ 
nese Taipei, Hong Kong, Chi¬ 
na, Pakistan, the Philippines 
and the Solomon Islands 
The APG process is one of 
three review processes that 
Pakistan faces in the next 
few months. On September 


5, the APG will meet again, 
to take forward the main 15- 
month process of Pakistan’s 
FATF evaluation, which will 
present its recommenda¬ 
tions for the FATF plenary 
session in Paris from Octob¬ 
er 18 to 23. At present, Pakis¬ 
tan is on the “greylist” of the 
FATF, a common group for 
countries that are termed 
“high risk and non-coopera¬ 
tive jurisdictions”. 

The Paris plenary will de¬ 
cide whether to remove Pa¬ 
kistan from the greylist, con¬ 
tinue the listing, or 


downgrade it to a blacklist of 
non-cooperative countries. 
Officials said the downgrade 
might not occur, given that 
any three countries in the 
FATF can veto it, and Pakis¬ 
tan is likely to secure the 
backing of China, Turkey 
and Malaysia. However, the 
APG decision on Friday 
would make it difficult for 
Pakistan to extricate itself 
from the greylist. 

‘Wrong terminology’ 

In a statement, Pakistan’s Fi¬ 
nance Ministry accepted that 
it had been placed in the en¬ 
hanced follow-up, which re¬ 
quires it to report on a quar¬ 
terly basis, but said that the 
term “blacklist” did not ap¬ 
ply to the APG process, call¬ 
ing the terminology “incor¬ 
rect and baseless”. 

Pakistani officials said that 
since the APG process only 
looked at Pakistan’s actions 
till October 2018, it did not 
represent the decisions ta¬ 
ken in the past year, which 
will be considered by the 
next two reviews. 


Corruption, nepotism reined in: PM 

‘People’s mandate was given not just to run government but to build a new India’

Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi on Friday said the re¬ 
sounding mandate given to 
the BJP in the 2019 Lolc Sab- 
ha polls was for building a

had been reined in like never 
before. 

Addressing the Indian 
community at the UNESCO 
headquarters here, Mr. Modi 
talked about “major deci¬ 
sions” - such as the law 
against triple talaq - taken 
by his government in its se¬ 
cond term. 

In a veiled reference to the 
suspension of Article 370 in 
Jammu and Kashmir, Mr. Mo¬ 
di said, “There is no scope 
for ‘temporary’ in India. You 
would have seen that a coun¬ 
try of 1.25 billion people, the 
land of Mahatma Gandhi, 
Gautam Buddha, Ram, 
Krishna, took 70 years to re¬ 
move what was temporary. 
To remove temporary, it 
took 70 years, I don’t know

whether I should laugh or 
cry... Reform, perform, and 
transform and with perma¬ 
nent systems, the country is 
moving forward to achieve 
its goal.” 

Mr. Modi, who was in 
France on the first leg of his 
three-nation tour, said there 
had been a number of con¬ 
structive changes in the past 


five years. “India is racing 
ahead not because of Modi... 
it is because of the stamp of 
approval that the people of 
India have given in the form 
of their votes,” the Prime Mi¬ 
nister said, amid loud cries 
of “Modi hai toh mumkin 
hai (it is possible if Modi is 
there)” from the crowd. 

Mr. Modi’s comments on 


corruption assume signifi¬ 
cance as they come two days 
after the high-profile arrest 
of senior Congress leader 
and former Union finance 
minister P. Chidambaram by 
the CBI in a money launder¬ 
ing case, evoking a strong 
reaction from opposition 
parties which accused the 
Centre of misusing probe 
agencies for “political ven¬ 
detta”.

As dozens of fires scorched 
large swaths of the Amazon, 
the Brazilian government 
has struggled to contain 
growing global outrage over 
its environmental policies, 
which have paved the way 
for runaway deforestation of 
the world’s largest 
rainforest. 

The fires, many intention¬ 
ally set, are spreading as Ger¬ 
many and Norway appear to 
be on the brink of shutting 
down a $1.2 billion conserva¬ 
tion initiative for the 
Amazon. 

Concern over the environ¬ 
mental policies of President 
Jair Bolsonaro, which have 
prioritised the interests of in¬ 
dustries that want greater ac¬ 
cess to protected lands, has 
also put in jeopardy a trade 
agreement the EU and a 
handful of South American 
nations struck in June, fol¬ 
lowing decades of 
negotiations. 

“The ongoing forest fires 
in Brazil are deeply worry¬ 
ing,” the European Commis¬ 
sion said in a statement on 
Thursday. “Forests are our 
lungs and life support 
systems.” 

Photos of the fires have 
been shared by NASA, politi¬ 
cians and celebrities this 
week, setting off a call on so¬ 
cial media to #PrayForAma- 
zon. Actor Leonardo DiCa- 
prio called on his nearly 34 
million Instagram followers 
to become more environ¬ 
mentally conscious in a post 
warning that “the lungs of 
the Earth are in flames”. 

The Bolsonaro adminis¬ 
tration has reacted with in¬ 
dignation to the outrage, 
claiming without presenting 
any evidence that NGOs 


could have started the fires 
to undermine the far-right 
President. 

In the northern state of 
Rondonia, which has been 
among the most affected by 
the fires, indigenous leaders 
described watching wild ani¬ 
mals dashing out of areas of 
the forest as the flames 
approached. 

Covered in smoke 

“We saw wild pigs, tapirs, ar¬ 
madillos, anteaters, snakes 
in larger numbers than we 
are used to,” said Adriano 
Karipuna, a leader in the Ka- 
ripuna indigenous commun¬ 
ity, whose territory has been 
affected by fires. “We saw 
the forest covered in smoke, 
and the sky darkened. Our 
eyes became red due to the 
smoke.” 

Mr. Karipuna said loggers 
are striding into protected 
areas, emboldened by Mr. 
Bolsonaro’s views that the le¬ 
gal protections granted to in¬ 
digenous lands are an unrea¬ 
sonable impediment to 
profiting from the Amazon’s 
resources. 


Senior government offi¬ 
cials in Brazil took aim on 
Thursday at international 
news coverage and criticism 
from Western governments, 
calling their characterisation 
of the fires intentionally 
misleading. 

“There’s a reason why 
Brazil has the best environ¬ 
mental credentials and the 
best preserved forests,” Fi- 
lipe Martins, a foreign policy 
adviser to Mr. Bolsonaro, 
wrote in a series of messages 
on Twitter. “We know how to 
protect and take care of what 
is ours.” 

Brazil has strict environ¬ 
mental laws and regulations, 
but they are often violated 
with impunity. Forest fires 
are common in Brazil during 
this time of the year. But the 
number now raging in the 
Amazon is unusually high. 
Data released by Brazil’s Na¬ 
tional Institute for Space Re¬ 
search shows that from Janu¬ 
ary to July, fires had 
consumed 4.6 million acres 
of the Brazilian Amazon, a 
62% increase compared to 
last year, ny times

David Koch, a billionaire 
American libertarian and in¬ 
fluential donor to conserva¬ 
tive causes, has died at age 
79 after a long battle with 
cancer, his older brother 
Charles said on Friday. 

Mr. Koch retired last year 
as executive vice president 
of Koch Industries, the con¬ 
glomerate he co-owned with 
Mr. Charles and built into 
the second largest family- 
owned company in the U.S. 

“He believed he had a res¬ 
ponsibility to a world that 
had given him so many op¬ 
portunities to succeed,” Mr. 
Charles said in a statement.

Both brothers were a 
force behind the scenes in 
Republican politics, giving 
heavily to candidates and 
causes that matched their 
conservative economic posi¬ 
tions. 


But Mr. David was socially 
liberal - a supporter of abor¬ 
tion rights and same sex 
marriage as well as a non-in¬ 
terventionist foreign policy. 

Mr. David ran as the Liber¬ 
tarian Party’s Vice Presiden¬ 
tial candidate in 1980, but la¬ 
ter joined Republican party. 
He was remembered as an 
important financial contrib¬ 
utor to cultural organisa¬ 
tions and medical research. 

He was diagnosed with 
advanced prostate cancer 27 
years ago but through “a 
combination of brilliant doc¬ 
tors, state-of-the-art medica¬ 
tions and his own stubborn¬ 
ness kept the cancer at bay,” 
Mr. Charles said.

Israel has carried out an air- 
strike on a weapons depot in 
Iraq that officials said was 
being used by Iran to move 
weapons to Syria, an attack 
that could destabilise Iraq 
and thrust it deeper into the 
conflict between the United 
States and Iran. 

The attack, believed to be 
the first Israeli bombing in 
Iraq in nearly four decades, 
represents an expansion of 
the military campaign Israel 
has carried out against Ira¬ 
nian targets in Syria. 

The Israeli attack last 
month was one of several re¬ 
cent attacks on weapons 
storage facilities controlled 
by Iraqi militias with ties to 
Iran. It was not clear who 


carried out the other at¬ 
tacks, which have set Iraq on 
edge as it struggles to recov¬ 
er from nearly 40 years of 
war and instability. 

Responding to the attacks 
on Thursday, Iraq’s National 
Security Adviser, Falih al- 


Fayadh, said that Iraq want¬ 
ed to avoid taking sides in 
any struggle between Iran 
and other countries and be¬ 
ing “pushed into a war.” 

“The Iraqi government 
and especially its security 
agencies and armed forces 


will take all measures neces¬ 
sary to protect Iraq and its 
people and to deter any at¬ 
tempts at destabilisation,” he 
said. 

He said the government 
had yet to determine who 
was behind the attacks. 

A senior West Asian intel¬ 
ligence official said that Is¬ 
rael had bombed a base 
north of Baghdad on July 19. 

Two senior U.S. officials, 
however, said that Israel had 
carried out several strikes in 
recent days on munitions 
storehouses for Iranian- 
backed groups in Iraq. 

The Israeli military re¬ 
fused to comment on the at¬ 
tacks but PM Benjamin Neta¬ 
nyahu on Monday said, “Iran 
doesn’t have immunity 
anywhere.” ny times

The Minister has accept¬ 
ed most of the industry’s de¬ 
mands suggested for the re¬ 
vival of the sector, except 
for reduction in GST. 

“The announcements 
made by the FM are highly 
appreciated. For the auto 
sector, there were three 
broad reasons for the slow¬ 
down - poor sentiment, 
lack of availability of finance 
and high transaction cost 
for buying vehicles,” said Pa- 
wan Goenka, MD, Mahindra 
& Mahindra Ltd. 

“[The] FM’s announce¬ 
ments will go a long way in 
improving sentiments be¬ 
cause it shows that the go¬ 
vernment is listening to the 
industry. I think that the fi¬ 
nancing concerns have been 
more or less taken care of by 
the announcements. But 
not much has been done for 
reducing the transaction 
costs but several other mea¬ 
sures will incentivise vehicle 
purchase and remove some 
of the unfounded fears such 
as BS-IV vehicle registra¬ 
tion,” Dr. Goenka added. 

Tiding over slowdown 

Analysts said the measures 
announced will help the au¬ 
to industry tide over the cur¬ 
rent slowdown. 

“The additional 15% de¬ 
preciation granted on pur¬ 
chase of new vehicles will 
boost demand. The decision 


to replace old vehicles with 
new ones at government en¬ 
tities will create demand 
from the government side. 
The scrappage policy, which 
should be implemented by 
the end of this year, will 
create additional demand 
and all these measures will 
address the problem of 
slowdown in the auto indus¬ 
try,” said Ambareesh Baliga, 
an independent analyst. 

“Tata Motors welcomes 
the comprehensive set of ac¬ 
tions taken by the govern¬ 
ment and believes the mea¬ 
sures to improve 
liquidity-driven growth and 
reduce cost of ownership of 
the vehicles should help the 
industry get back on track,” 
said Guenter Butschek, CEO 
and MD, Tata Motors. 

“Affordability and availa¬ 
bility of retail finance as well 
as finance for dealers, was a 
major concern and the an¬ 
nouncements have adeq¬ 
uately addressed these con¬ 
cerns,” said Rajan Wadhera, 
president. Society of Indian 
Automobile Manufacturers. 

“Moreover, the linking of 
repo rate to interest rates 
charged for vehicle pur¬ 
chase would support lower¬ 
ing of EMIs for auto pur¬ 
chases, thereby boosting 
demand,” he added. 

ACMA, the apex body of 
India’s auto component sec¬ 
tor, welcomed the steps. 

“We do hope the mea¬ 
sures to improve liquidity 
and deferring of enhanced 
vehicle registration cost will 
revive ailing sales in the sec¬ 
tor. The enhanced deprecia¬ 
tion of 30% until March 
2020 will motivate institu¬ 
tional sales. The removal of 
ban on purchase of new 
vehicles by the government 
will help reduce the current 
pile-up of inventory, ” said 
Ram Venkataramani, presi¬ 
dent ACMA.

The government’s decision 
to provide capital to public 
sector banks (PSBs) upfront 
will give them ‘growth capi¬ 
tal’ apart from meeting regu¬ 
latory requirements, bank¬ 
ers said. 

Finance Minister Nirmala 
Sitharaman on Friday an¬ 
nounced a host of measures 
to boost the slowing econo¬ 
my and assured that the 
Centre would provide 
^70,000 crore in capital to 
the PSBs - as announced in 
the Budget - upfront, which 
will release liquidity to the 
tune of Z5 lakh crore. “This 
will benefit corporates, re¬ 
tail borrowers, MSME, small 
traders etc,” she said in a 
presentation. 

Many banks, which have 
reported their April-June 
earnings, saw their common 
equity tier-I capital deplet¬ 
ed. The lenders will benefit 
as their capital levels will im¬ 
prove. 

“Typically, the govern¬ 
ment releases capital at the 
end of the financial year. So, 
there was not much scope to 
boost loan growth. If the 
capital is released now, loan 


growth for the current finan¬ 
cial year will get a boost,” 
said the CEO of a PSB. 

Bankers said the U0,000- 
crore is higher than the total 
capital requirements pro¬ 
jected by banks. Banks had 
projected their capital re¬ 
quirement for meeting regu¬ 
latory requirements. Since 
the government is providing 
more capital than required, 
the additional capital will be 


used to fund growth. “Bank 
recapitalisation at one go 
will provide a big impetus to 
credit growth. Also, honest 
decision-making will not be 
questioned. Other measures 
including Aadhaar-enabled 
KYC, MSME classification, 
deepening of bond markets 
[and] funding to HFCs will 
further augment the feel¬ 
good factor,” SBI chairman 
Rajnish Kumar said.

Equated monthly instal¬ 
ments (EMI) on retail loans

existing interest rates which 
are linked to marginal cost 
of funds-based lending rate 
(MCLR).

Union Bank of 
India’s repo-linked home 
loan rates for loans above 
OO lakh up to ?75 lakh will 
be 8.25%, which is 35 bps 
(basis points) lower than the 
existing rate. 

“The home loan linked to 
repo rate provides 35 bps 
benefits over the existing 
home loan,” Union Bank 
said in a statement. 



Bankers said, going forward, 
term-Loan products would 
also be Linked to external 
benchmarks. 

Similarly, repo rate- 
linked vehicle loans will be 
available at 8.6%, which is 
40 bps cheaper than the ex¬ 
isting vehicle loan rate. 

SBI and Syndicate Bank 
have already linked their 
home loan rates to repo 
rate, while Bank of India, Al¬ 
lahabad Bank and Central 
Bank of India are expected 
to come out with similar 
schemes shortly. 

Bankers said, going for¬ 
ward, corporate credit such 
as term loans and cash cre¬ 
dit products would also be 
linked to external bench¬ 
marks like the repo rate.

The government’s proposal 
to set up a development fi¬ 
nancial institution (DFI) is 
expected to solve the infras¬ 
tructure financing needs of 
the country, since banks do 
not have the long-term funds 
to finance such projects, 
bankers said. 

Finance Minister Nirmala 
Sitharaman announced a 
host of measures on Friday 
to boost economic growth 
that also included increasing 
capital flows and energising 
capital markets. 

Commenting that there 
was a need to deepen bond 
markets, Ms. Sitharaman 
said, “In order to improve 
access to long-term finance, 
it is proposed to establish an 
organisation to provide cre¬ 
dit enhancement for infras¬ 
tructure and housing pro¬ 
jects, particularly in the 
context of India now not 
having a development bank 
and also for the need for us 
to have a institutional me¬ 
chanism. So, this will en¬ 
hance debt flow toward such 
projects.” 

She said the name of the 
organisation will be dis¬ 


closed in ‘a day or two.’ 

“Banks do not have long¬ 
term funds. The maturity of 
our liabilities is five years, on 
an average. 

“So, funding infrastruc¬ 
ture projects is difficult for 
us,” said a top official from a 
public sector bank. 

Merger with banks 

Over the years, some of the 
major development finance 
institutions were merged 
with their banking outfits 
such as ICICI and IDBI. 

Reserve Bank of India had 


released a discussion paper 
on wholesale and long-term 
finance banks in 2017 in 
which it was observed that 
there was a decline in the 
share of the long-term as¬ 
sets, relative to total assets, 
on the banks’ balance 
sheets. 

The Reserve Bank of India 
had said that specialised 
banks could cater to the 
wholesale and long-term fi¬ 
nancing needs of the grow¬ 
ing economy and possibly 
fill in the gap in long-term fi¬ 
nancing.

Expedites payments and GST refunds for MSMEs

The government on Friday 
announced several deci¬ 
sions to ease doing business 
in India, including scrapping 
the angel tax for registered 
start-ups, expediting GST re¬ 
funds for the MSME sector, 
as well as setting a time- 
bound window for the pay¬ 
ment of delayed dues by pu¬ 
blic sector companies. 

“In order to mitigate ge¬ 
nuine difficulties of start-ups 
and their investors, it has 
been decided that the rele¬ 
vant provisions of Section 56 
of the Income Tax Act, 
which is commonly called 
the angel tax, shall not be 
applicable to a start-up regis¬ 
tered with the Department 
for Promotion of Industry 
and Internal Trade,” Finance 
Minister Nirmala Sithara- 
man said, addressing a press 
conference to announce the 
decisions. 

The angel tax provision 
has been a pain point for 
start-ups who have repeat¬ 
edly complained that the tax 
burden was slowing down 
the angel investments made 
in new companies. The go¬ 
vernment will also set up a 
dedicated cell under a mem¬ 
ber of the Central Board of 
Direct Taxes to address the 
problems of start-ups per¬ 
taining to income tax. 

“Exempting start-ups 
from the application of the 
angel tax is a good develop¬ 
ment,” Rohinton Sidhwa, 
partner at Deloitte India 
said. “Previously, the go¬ 
vernment had provided this 
exemption only for invest¬ 
ment below a threshold and 
where only accredited inves¬ 
tors were involved. It ap¬ 
pears now that the exemp¬ 
tion would be cast wider and 
will cover all ‘registered’ 
start-ups.” 

Ms. Sitharaman also an¬ 
nounced that all pending 
Goods and Services Tax re¬ 
funds to MSMEs would be 
made within 30 days, and 
that all future refunds will be 
paid within 60 days. This is 
expected to free up a lot of 
capital that was otherwise 
locked up for the MSME sec¬ 
tor. The government will al¬ 
so look into amending the

MSME Act to arrive at a sin¬ 
gle definition for MSMEs, to 
avoid the confusion created 
by various ministries and de¬ 
partments using different 
definitions. 

She also said that the 
pending payments by Cen¬ 
tral Public Sector Enterpris¬ 
es (CPSE) to service provid¬ 
ers would be expedited, 
delayed payments would be 
monitored by the Depart¬ 
ment of Expenditure and 
performance reviewed by 
the Cabinet Secretariat. 

Relief to borrowers 

Further, in a bid to ease the 
plight of borrowers, Ms. 
Sitharaman said that the pu¬ 
blic sector banks will ensure 
the mandated return of loan 
documents within 15 days of 
the closure of the loan. Cus¬ 
tomers will also be able to 
track the status of their loans 
online in order to ease tran¬ 
sparency. “To support deci¬ 
sion-making and to prevent 
harassment for genuine 
commercial decisions by 
bankers, the Central Vigi¬ 
lance Commissioner has is¬ 
sued directions that the In¬ 
ternal Advisory Committee 


(IAC) in banks will classify 
cases as vigilance and non- 
vigilance,” Ms. Sitharaman 
said. “The decision of the 
IAC is to be treated as final.” 

The move is expected to 
increase credit outflow by 
banks, as several banks have 
said that credit decisions 
had been held up because 
bank officials have been wa¬ 
ry of taking even genuine de¬ 
cisions that could later be 
hauled up for scrutiny. 

In a bid to ease the loan 
disbursal process for non¬ 
banking financial compa¬ 
nies, the government has al¬ 
so allowed them to use the 
Aadhaar-linked Know Your 
Customer (KYC) details with 
banks, instead of having to 
do the KYC process again 
themselves. 

In what should come as 
considerable relief for the 
taxpayer, Ms. Sitharaman al¬ 
so said that from October 1, 
2019, all notices, summons, 
or orders by the Income Tax 
authorities would be issued 
through a centralised com¬ 
puter system and would 
contain a computer-generat¬ 
ed unique Document Identi¬ 
fication Number (DIN). 

Notices or orders that do 
not carry this DIN would be 
treated as invalid. This 
should go a long way in ad¬ 
dressing instances of alleged 
harassment by Income Tax 
officials, she said. 



Gangwal okay 
with proposed

Globe Enterprises. 

“In light of this positive 
and important develop¬ 
ment, I will be supporting 
the proposed changes to 
the Articles. 

While much work lies 
ahead, including mending 
some fences and the regu¬ 
lators completing their in¬ 
vestigations on the gover¬ 
nance issues raised with 
them, it is gratifying to see 
progress towards better go¬ 
vernance,” he said in a 
statement posted on a web¬ 
site created by him. 



‘Anti-establishment 
friction is here to stay’ 

U.S. curbs may hit revenue: Eluawei

Huawei Technologies does 
not see ‘anti-establishment 
frictions’ going away any 
time soon and is prepared to 
work in such an environ¬ 
ment for a ‘long time’, Eric 
Xu, the technology giant’s 
chairman said on Friday. 

Mr. Xu, however, added 
that the U.S. restrictions 
may impact the firm’s 
smartphone revenues by 
$10 billion, while stating 
that the U.S.-government’s 
90-day extension to a re¬ 
prieve allowing it to buy 
components from U.S. firms 
has had no impact on Hua¬ 
wei Technologies. 

“The extension has had 
no impact on Huawei. We al¬ 
ready have got used to living 
and working with anti-esta¬ 
blishment frictions,” Mr. Xu 
said on the sidelines of a 
conference to launch a new 
artificial intelligence chip at 
its headquarters. 

He added, “We also be¬ 
lieve it is not very likely for 
Huawei to be relieved from 
such a working state. Hua¬ 
wei as a company and our 
employees... are fully pre¬ 
pared for living and working 
with such an environment 
for a long time.” 

Asked about a two-month 
old statement by Huawei 
CEO Ren Zhenfai that U.S. 
restrictions may impact the 
company’s revenue by $30 
billion, Mr. Xu said, “...situa¬ 
tion is not as pessimistic 
[now]... May be that was the 
forecast of possibly the 
worst scenario. Now the sit¬ 
uation is much better than 
we had forecast.” 


Ascend 910 
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Challenges in the external 
environment will not impact 
our plans, says Eric Xu 


He, however, added that 
these external factors may 
lead to an impact of about 
$10 billion on the firm’s glo¬ 
bal smartphone sales. In 
2018, Huawei’s revenue 
from devices business stood 
at nearly $50 billion. 

The “many challenges in 
the external environment”, 
Mr. Xu, pointed out, will not 
impact Huawei’s plans relat¬ 
ed to either its AI strategy or 
research and development. 

Huawei on Friday 
launched “world’s most po¬ 
werful AI processor” As¬ 
cend 910, under its Ascend- 
Max chipsets. The new chip- 
set is aimed at making 
“more affordable and abun¬ 
dant computing power” to 
help AI development. 

The company also un¬ 
veiled its open source AI 
computing framework that 
will make it easier for deve¬ 
lopers to make AI applica¬ 
tions. Huawei’s AI strategy is 
designed to bridge these 
gaps, a statement said.

‘Surcharge reversal could revive FPI flows

Market participants are con¬ 
fident that the slew of mea¬ 
sures announced by Finance 
Minister Nirmala Sitharaman 
would go a long way in res¬ 
toring the confidence of fo¬ 
reign investors in the Indian 
capital market and help in 
reversing the outflows seen 
in the recent past. 

As part of her announce¬ 
ments to boost the economy, 
the Finance Minister said 
that the tax surcharge that 
was announced in the Union 
Budget for entities with an 
income of more than t2 
crore would not be levied on 
foreign portfolio investors 
(FPIs). 

Net sellers 

Ever since the surcharge was 
announced in July, FPIs have 
been demanding roll-back of 
the decision while ending 
most days as net sellers of In¬ 
dian shares. The combined 
net selling by FPIs in July and 


August is pegged at over 
£24,500 crore. 

Market participants, ho¬ 
wever, believe that Friday’s 
announcements could lead 
to foreign investors once 
again turning bullish on In¬ 
dia equities. 

“More than $3 billion 
flowed out of the Indian mar¬ 
ket since the budget and a 
part of that will definitely 
come back to the market 
now,” said Harendra Kumar, 
managing director - Institu¬ 


tional Equities, Elara Capital. 

“This will stabilise the 
market as the government 
has clearly said that this is 
only a beginning. The FM’s 
comments clearly demon¬ 
strate that the government 
has identified the problem 
and is ready to address it. If 
there is no major negative 
news flow elsewhere during 
the weekend, Monday could 
see a huge jump in the In¬ 
dian market,” he added. 

Interestingly, the market 


was abuzz with talks on Fri¬ 
day that the Finance Minis¬ 
ter would roll back the FPI 
surcharge, and this led to the 
benchmarks recover from 
the day’s lows and close with 
decent gains. 

The benchmark Sensex 
traded in a range of more 
than 700 points on Friday 
while gaining nearly 600 
points from the day’s low to 
close with a gain of 228 
points at 36,701. 

“FPI surcharge was the 
biggest pain point for the 
markets,” R. Venkataraman, 
co-promoter and managing 
director, IIFL Holdings, said, 
adding that the government 
had taken pragmatic steps to 
ensure that liquidity and cre¬ 
dit flow would increase. 

In a similar context, Vijay 
Chandok, MD and CEO, ICI¬ 
CI Securities, said that the 
withdrawal of surcharge on 
key investor categories like 
FPIs was expected to im¬ 
prove the inflows into the 
market. 


SBI slashes 
fixed, bulk 
deposit rates

SBI has reduced its fixed 
deposit and bulk deposit 
rates sharply due to ‘excess 
liquidity and falling inter¬ 
est rate scenario’. 

“In view of the falling in¬ 
terest rate scenario and 
surplus liquidity, SBI rea¬ 
ligns its interest rate on 
Term Deposits,” the bank 
said. While retail term de¬ 
posits will come down by 
10-50 bps, bulk deposits 
will fall by 30-70 bps. The 
new rates will come into ef¬ 
fect from August 26. 

To protect the interest of 
savings bank depositors, 
the bank has decided not 
to reduce the savings bank 
interest rate further and 
hold the same at the exist¬ 
ing level of 3% for balances 
above ti lakh. 

From May 1, SBI had 
linked the savings bank de¬ 
posit rate for balances of 
above H lakh to the repo 
rate.

Pradhan said. He said the 
iron and steel sector was 
another stressed segment, 
but there had been some 
movement on resolutions 
in this space.

Industry players were un¬ 
animous in welcoming the 
move as the angel tax was 
looked upon as a major hin¬ 
drance for early stage start¬ 
ups that were looking to at¬ 
tract funding from angel in¬ 
vestors and other entities. 

“It is immensely delightful 
for funded and boot-

strapped MSMEs (micro, 
small and medium enterpris¬ 
es) that the government has 
considered to waive angel 
tax and simplify the flow of 
risk capital for young com¬ 
panies, which will allow ear- 
ly-stage ventures to raise 
seed capital,” said Srikanth 
Iyer, CEO and founder, 
HomeLane.com. 

Ease of doing business 

“Furthermore, their deci¬ 
sion to fast-track GST re¬ 
funds in 30 days and CBDT’s 
move towards setting up a 
dedicated cell to address tax 
problems will further ease 
the business environment,” 
he added. 


Angel tax is imposed on 
the excess share capital 
raised by an unlisted firm, 
over and above the fair mar¬ 
ket value of its shares. 

This tax usually impacts 
start-ups and the angel in¬ 
vestments they attract. 

Genuine cases 

While aimed at curbing mo¬ 
ney-laundering, the angel 
tax also resulted in a large 
number of genuine start-ups 
receiving notices from the 
tax department. 

“Acknowledging the wi¬ 
despread criticism faced by 
the tax authorities for their 
enthusiasm to tax start-ups, 
the government has finally 
decided to put a full stop to 
it,” said S.R. Patnaik, partner 
& head - Taxation, Cyril 
Amarchand Mangaldas. 

“Today’s decision means 
once you are registered as a 
start-up with the DPIIT, you 
will not be bothered by the 
tax authorities,” Mr. Patnaik 
added. 


Rupee 

recovers after 
slipping to 72

The rupee recovered 
sharply after breaching the 
72-a-dollar mark, in early

Finance 
Minister Nirmala Sithara¬ 
man announced a host of 
measures after market 
hours, to boost the econo¬ 
my, and also rolled back 
the surcharge on foreign 
portfolio investments.

An inside look at the world of outcasts 


The Egyptian film might get overly sentimental, but it succeeds in highlighting that wisp of hope that thrives among the disenfranchised

From the very first shot, the 
indigence permeating the 
frames of Yomeddine make 
you flinch in the awareness 
of your own elementary pri¬ 
vileges. Leprosy, abject po¬ 
verty, searching for useful 
products in heaps of gar¬ 
bage, to sell and eke a living 
from. It’s a distressing world 
to witness, to say the least. 

Abu Baler Shawky centres 
his debut feature on a lepro¬ 
sy patient Beshay (played by 
non-actor afflicted by the 
condition, Rady Gamal). 
There is no effort to hide 
anything disagreeable - be it 
his disfigured limbs, broken 
foot or his wife Ireny, who is 


confined to the mental dis¬ 
eases hospital. There is abso¬ 
lutely no ray of sunshine in 
Beshay’s world, every possi¬ 
ble enormity piles on while 
he carries on with life, stoic 
as ever. “I sent her to get 
cured and she came back in a 
coffin,” is all that he says to 
the doctor when Ireny pass¬ 
es away. And the one time 
that he does cry out aloud, 
saying “I am also a human 
being”, it hits you like a ton 
of bricks. As does a simple 
statement, “There are no 
lepers in Cairo”, on the as¬ 
sumption that the urban 
world is, perhaps, rosier 
than the one they inhabit on 
the very periphery. 

It’s when Beshay decided 


to travel on cart across Egypt 
to Qena in search of his fami¬ 
ly, that a bittersweet element 
comes to play. Accompany¬ 
ing him on the road trip are 
his trusted donkey Habsy 
and a young orphan Obama 
(Ahmed Abdelhafiz). Aban¬ 
doned by his father for his 
medical condition, shunned 
by the society for the fear of 
“contamination” and “infec¬ 
tion”, Beshay finds family in 
Obama and for whom he be¬ 
comes the surrogate father. 

The sentimentality and 
melodrama get too deliber¬ 
ate, unrelenting, discomfit¬ 
ing, and manipulative at 
times. Beshay and Obama’s 
troubles don’t seem to end 
and keep adding up on dur-

ing the journey. But these 
central characters, their sim¬ 
ple relationships, mutual af¬ 
fection and the unaffected 
performances by the two ac¬ 
tors make you warm up to 
the film. As does the fact that 
Shawky gives us a non-judge- 


mental glimpse of both the 
sensitive and insensitive side 
of human beings. It’s this di¬ 
chotomy that knits the fabric 
of society. 

It’s rare to see an Egyptian 
film, in the Arabic language, 
in Indian multiplexes. That 
too, one that was the coun¬ 
try’s foreign-language Oscar 
nominee and awarded the 
Francois Chalais prize at 
Cannes 2018. It’s interesting 
to see the similarities across 
the two ‘developing’ coun¬ 
tries. The face of penury is 
no different in India. Neither 
is the wisp of hope that man¬ 
ages to thrive amongst the 
disenfranchised, despite the 
overwhelming sense of nega¬ 
tivity that blots their lives.

shouts. And along came Ba- 
bak Najafi’s London Has Fal¬ 
len in 2016, where President 
Asher and other leaders are 
all under attack in London. 

Now, there’s a third instal¬ 
ment, three years later, with 
Ric Roman Waugh’s Angel 
Has Fallen. This time, Trum¬ 
bull is the President, and 
there are evil defence con¬ 
tractors out to do dirty work. 

Banning, who is also bat¬ 
tling inner demons including 
migraine and insomnia, has 
to again step in and be the 


all-round good guy - apart 
from also being a caring hus¬ 
band, father, and son. 

Everything about this lat¬ 
est film is lackadaisical. So¬ 
ciologists can read much in¬ 
to the President of the USA 
spending most of the movie 
in coma, or a wheelchair and 
scurrying from point A to B 
as people drop dead all 
around him, but that would 
be giving the movie more im¬ 
portance than it deserves. 

Butler and Freeman re¬ 
turn, and new cast members 
include Jada Pinkett Smith as 


FBI agent Helen Thompson, 
who inexplicably does not 
tie her hair.

True horror isn’t always su¬ 
pernatural. It’s the chilling 
dread that creeps up your 
spine while sitting on the 
edge of your seat and biting 
metaphorical fingernails.

sive alligators out for blood 
and flesh. As the rain threa¬ 
tens to drown the two prota¬ 
gonists, they have to fight 
their way to the surface and 
get help. 

Although Scodelario and 
Pepper brilliantly portray 
the tension, fear, and trauma 
of a situation as perilous as 
theirs, Crawl has another 
star. It’s Aja’s sleight of hand 
that transports the tension 
from a fictional story unfur¬ 
ling on screen into the pit of 
your stomach. As the fate of 


a beloved pet dog, Sugar 
hangs in the balance, so do 
your wits. Jump scares 
abound, but they’re never 
gratuitous. In the crawl 
space, Haley drags herself 
bitten and bloodied on a 
floor rife with black muck 
and gunk. 

The buzzing of flies are 
deafening, as they circle ani¬ 
mal carcasses in a cage amid 
silence. Dave’s broken leg, 
with a bone jutting out, is 
put back in place with a ma¬ 
keshift splint, made with a 
dirty wrench. 


But it’s not all squeamish. 
As the two protagonists fight 
for their lives, their relation¬ 
ship, slowly but surely on the 
mend, becomes equally im¬ 
portant. Crawl needs no am¬ 
plification. The unnerving 
sporadic music makes no im¬ 
pact on the senses. There 
aren’t a myriad of characters 
to root for. All that’s present 
are the two leads, their pre¬ 
dators and the enveloping 
chills that keep rising. It’s 
this disconcerting feeling 
that dwells for long after the 
film is over.

O f all god-like figures 
in tennis, Serena Wil¬ 
liams is arguably the 
most human. Right through 
her career, the 23-time Major 
winner has provided enough 
evidence that she isn’t im¬ 
mune to pressure, time and 
the mental weariness that 
accompanies constant win¬ 
ning. Setbacks and successes 
have always co-existed. 

Flushing Meadows in 
New York has seen it all. It 
was here in 1999, that as a 
17-year-old, she defeated 
Kim Clijsters, Conchita Mar¬ 
tinez, Mary Pierce, Lind¬ 
say Davenport and Martina 
Hingis en route to her first 
Major. Much later, between 
2012 and 2015, she went on 
a 26-match winning streak — 
her best across Slams — and 
came agonisingly close to 
completing a calendar Grand 
Slam. 

Equally, it is a place that 
she has exited amidst a melt¬ 
down more than once. In the 
2009 semifinal against Cli¬ 
jsters, she threatened a line- 
swoman, leading to a point 
penalty that ushered in the 
defeat. A blow-out loss to 
Samantha Stosur in the 2011 
final stumped admirers. In 
last year’s reverse to Naomi 
Osaka, she clashed with 
chair umpire Carlos Ramos 
and was docked a game for 
repeated code violations. 


Pattern to losses 

However, there is a dis- m 
cernible pattern that M 
runs across these losses. P 
Armed with one of the J 
best serves in the his- I 
tory of the game. Sere- r 
na has always had the L 
first-mover advantage, m 
Coupled with her pow- I 
er, she has mastered the 1 
game’s faster surfaces. But 
just a month shy of turning 
38, with her movement a tad 
restricted, she appears to 
have lost that ability to pa¬ 
tiently work a rally, defend 
and grind when required. 

Opponents, wherever 
possible, have lengthened 
points, passed up put-away 
opportunities for safer shots 
to draw her into rallies and 
have even been willing to 
give up an occasional point 
if it helps deplete Serena’s 
physical resources. Angeli- 
que Kerber and Halep exe¬ 
cuted this to perfection in 
their Wimbledon triumphs 
in 2018 and 2019 respective¬ 
ly. Even the big-hitting Czech 
Karolina Pliskova resorted to 
such tactics to overcome Ser¬ 
ena in the 2019 Australian 
Open quarterfinals.

Defeat as motivation 

Often in the past, Serena has 
used the pain of defeat as 
motivation. Rivals are most 
wary when she is hurting 
from a loss. But according 
to former World No. 1 and 
seven-time Major champion 
Mats Wilander, it is a trait 
that is diminishing. “Her 
intimidation factor is slow¬ 
ly disappearing, compared 
to the youngest ones,” the 
Swede told Eurosport.

When the US Open starts 
on Monday, which version of 
Serena will present itself? It 
will be exactly two decades 
since her maiden triumph 
here and will be a story like 
none other if she can cap¬ 
ture a 24th Slam at the same 
site, and tie Margaret Court 
for the all-time record. But 
with the happenings from 
2018 still deep-rooted in 
memory, and persistent fit¬ 
ness concerns — she retired 
with back spasms from the 
Rogers Cup final in Toronto 
last week and then pulled 
out of Cincinnati — can she 
summon her best? 


Diminishing dominance 

Serena’s form since her re¬ 
turn from maternity break 
has been both en¬ 
couraging and 
dispiriting. 

To have 
reached 
three out 
of the last 
five Slam fi¬ 
nals is enough 
indication of her 
staying power. But to have 
lost all three, without as 
much as winning a set, has 
cast doubts on her famed 
big-match nerve. From 1999 
to 2015, the American had 
lost just four of the 25 finals 
she had featured in. Of the 
last seven, she has been de¬ 
feated in five. 

In fact, from 2012 Wimble¬ 


don to 2017 Australian Open, 
Serena won 10 of the 19 Ma¬ 
jors she entered, with her 
Dominance Ratio (DR) a 
measure of all-round quality, 
calculated by dividing the % 
of return points won by the 
% of service points lost - a 
whopping 1.43. Since her 
comeback at the 2018 French 
Open, it has dropped to 1.26. 
To put this in perspective, 
Serena’s career win-loss re¬ 
cord (808-141 at 85%) has 
come at a DR of 1.33. 

“You know in my 20s, I was 
always expected to win, but 
it’s a different circumstance 
for me [now],” Serena said 
after losing to Simona Halep 
this Wimbledon. “Seems like 
every Grand Slam final I’m 
in recently has been an un¬ 


believable effort to get 
there. It would be inter¬ 
esting to see how it would 
be under different cir¬ 
cumstances. I can’t say that 
I have a lot of tension or [am] 
super tense.

Agency (WADA) has sus¬ 
pended the National Dope 
Testing Laboratory’s (NDTL) 
accreditation for a period of 
up to six months due to non¬ 
conformities with the Inter¬ 
national Standard for Labo¬ 
ratories (ISL). 

The flaws, including in re¬ 
lation to the laboratory’s iso¬ 
tope ratio mass spectrome¬ 
try analytical method as 
regulated by the relevant 
technical document, were 
identified by WADA during a 
site visit. 

The disciplinary proceed¬ 
ings were initiated by WA- 
DA’s Laboratory Expert 
Group (LabEG) in May last.

In the opening game, the 
Indian jumped to an 8-4

Praneeth managed a slender 
11-10 advantage at the break. 
The duo continued its battle 
before Praneeth grabbed a 
game point at 20-19 with a 
cross-court smash but Chris¬ 
tie turned the tables to enjoy 
a game point himself. 

Praneeth had the last 
laugh with a powerful smash 
which the Indonesian hit 
wide and then his rival’s 
weak return got buried at the 
net. 

The second game turned 
out to be a one-way traffic as 
Praneeth came out with all 
cylinders blazing to, first 
surge to a 7-1 lead, and then a 
massive 11-3 advantage at the 
break. 

Christie narrowed the gap 
to 12-15 but the Indian 
stepped up to grab six match 
points, punishing a weak re¬ 
turn and then shutting the 
door on the former which 
went wide.
